Parents' group wants teachers trained as 'non-sexists'

A School Dlst. 21 parent group has 


asked the school board to provide teach- 
cr training aimed at eliminating sexual 
bias in the classroom. 


The Citizens Task Force on Education, 


headed by Judy Brady-Keller nnd \Carol 
Wrnbl of Arlington Heights, last week re- 
quested the board to set up the training 
and offered to assist In conducting work- 
shops or other sessions. The task force is 
a self-appointed group and was not or- 
ganized by the school board. 


In addition to the teacher training, the 


group also has proposed the creation of a 
bookmobile to circulate non-sexist mate- 


rials around Dlst. 21 schools enabling 
teachers to supplement textbooks al- 
ready in use. 


THE GROUP CONDUCTED a survey of 


educational materials used In Dlst. 21 
ubout two months ago and concluded that 
many contain and/or stereotyped sex 
roles. 


Following the survey, the task force 


appealed to the school board to make ev- 
ery effort to get rid of the objectionable 
m a t e r i a l s . In response, the board 
adopted a policy to eliminate not only 
materials containing sexual bias, but all 
other forms of discrimination as well. 


The proposals for teacher training and 


a bookmobile are two of the parent 
group's ideas for implementing the board 
policy.' 


A PROPOSED OUTLINE for 
the 


teacher training program drawn up by 
the task force lists the objectives of the 
training as: 


• To enable participants to gain an 


awareness of the manifestations of sex 
stereotyping In education and its implica- 
tions for the future. 


• To offer methods whereby school 


personnel can develop their own strate- 
gies for eliminating sex discrimination in 
the classroom. 


• To provide followup consultation as 


necessary. 


Through various methods such as lec- 


tures, small group activities, discussions 
and audiovisual aids, the task force sug- 
gest covering such topics as elementary 
school textbooks and other educational 
materials, career counseling, physical 
education, sex education and family life, 
teacher expectations and extracurricular 
activities. 


THE GROUP ALSO proposed dis- 


cussing "methodology for incorporating 
an awareness of human rights into the 
curriculum and development of action

Public hearings Into the dismissal of 


Wheeling Building Director William Blc- 
ber apparently rest In the hands of the 
villago attorney tonight 


Two village trustees, William Hcln and 


John Koeppen. along with Village Prcs. 
Ted C. Scanlon, said Friday that if attor- 
ney Paul H&mcr says a hearing is legal 
they may join three other trustees in 
calling for such action. 


Last Thursday, three trustees said they 


support a call for public hearings in light 
of the fact that Blcbcr admitted receiv- 
ing a gift worth more than $300 from a 
major local developer. 


Trustee Don Jackson plans to call for 


the public hearings at tonight's village 
board meeting, saying he thinks accept- 
ance of the gift Is grounds for dismissal. 
Two other trustees, Ron Bruhn and Al 
Lang, sold they would support tho call 
for public hearings so all facto in the 
matter could bo publicly aired. 


IN ORDER TO GAIN board approval 


for tho hearings, Jackson's call must be 
endorsed by at least one more board 
member. 


Of Iho remaining four board members, 


Scanlon said he would favor public hear- 
ings on dismissal "if counsel (Hamcr^ 
advises us v)." Koeppen said he was 
awaiting a phone call to learn the results 
of a conference with Village Mgr. George 
Passolt and Hamcr, adding that he 
would then decide whether to follow the 
attorney's advice. 


I loin sold the matter Is complicated by 


the fact that Blcbcr Is under indictment, 
and said he would determine his actions 
by tonight after having sought legal ad- 
vice. 


Trustee Ed Bergcr was unavailable for 


comment. 


THE HERALD disclosed Thursday that 


Blcbcr admitted on a state-required clh- 
IM form that he received tho gift valued 
at more than ttoo from tho Pckin Corp.,

Bieber medical report today? 


The U S. District Court is expected to • 


receive a medical report on the condition 
of Wheeling Building Director William 
Blcbcr today to determine when four 
coses against him will be able to be re- 
solved. 


Bieber is hospitalized at Lutheran Gen- 


eral Hospital where he is being treated 
for a back ailment. Members of the U.S. 
Attorney's Office said they expect Bieber 
to plead guilty on charges against him as 
soon as he Is released from the hospital 
It is unknown, however, when Bieber will 
be released. 


The building director was indicted Jan. 


31 with five other former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials fol- 
lowing a year-long federal grand jury 
probe into shakedowns of Wheeling de- 
velopers. He faces charges of extortion, 
conspiracy to commit extortion, perjury 


developers of Tnlioc Village. The build- 
ing dirccor said the gift was a trip to 
Florida. 


Bieber Is charged with extorting tho 


January, 1073, trip with former Demo- 
cratic commlttccman Jumcs Stavros 
from the Pckln Corp. In a 14-count feder- 
al grand jury indictment Issued Jan. 31. 
He also faces charges of conspiracy to 
commit extortion, perjury and filing a 
false Income tax return.

THE ADMISSION that Bieber accepted 


a gift worth more than $500 from a devel- 
oper, however, has nothing to do with the 
fact that hs is charged with extorting 
that gift. 


Several of the trustees said that under 


normal circumstances, the acceptance of 
such a gift would be grounds for dis- 
missal. They are afraid, however, that 
their actions might jeopardize the case 
against Bieber. 


When asked if such action would Jeop- 


ardize the government's cose against 
Bieber, Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard 
Stone sold, "Whatever they do is their 
business.". 


Hnmer said Friday he had not yet met 


with Passolt to discuss the posalble call 
for Blchcr's dismissal. He said he would 
wait for the village board to request his 
opinion before making any statements on 
the matter. 


Passolt has the authority to take action 


on the Bieber matter independently of 
the village board, since ho is authorized 
to handle the hiring and firing of all em- 
ployes. Blcbcr, however, is under con- 
tract, and tho terms of that contrnit can 
only be terminated by mutual consent or 
for just cause following a public hearing. 


Passolt declined Friday to indicate 


whether he would handle the matter or 
seek direction from the board. Despite 
Passolt's decision, the village manager 
is answerable to the village board. Thus 
the board could direct Passolt what ac- 
tion to take.

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Night racing returns to Arlington Park

Night racing will be held at Arling- 


ton Park Race Track today. 


The return of night racing to the 


suburban track comes as a result of 
a dispute between the operators of 
Sportiman's Park and the Illinois 
Harness Horsemen's Assn. which has 
forced the cancellation of tonight's 
scheduled harness opener at Sports- 
man's. 


A r l i n g t o n Park received per- 


mission over the weekend from the 
Illinois Racing Board to make up far 
the closing of Sportsman's with addi- 
tional evening thoroughbred races. 
Night races at Arlington Park will 
begin at 8 p.m. with eight race* 
itcheduled. The races will probably 
end around 11 p.m., according to a 
spokesman for the track. Persons 
who come for the day racing may 
stay through Iho evening on the same 
ticket. 


Jack Loome, president of Arlington 


Park said Sunday night racing will 
he held at the track tonight and Fri- 
day night. No night racing is planned 


for Tuesday, Wednesday or Thursday 
night. 


A r l i n g t o n Park received per- 


mission over the weekend from the 
Illinois Racing Board to run the ex- 
tra races, but the board members 
were reportedly still being polled 
Sunday about the decision. If the dis- 
pute at Sportsman's is settled or if 
the Racing Board takes a different 
stand this morning, there is still a 
chance the night races will not bo 
hold today. 


Tonight's races will mark the first 


time since 1069 that horses have run 
under the lights at Arlington Park. 


ONE WEEK OF evening races, 


from Aug. 29 to Sept. 8,1069, capped 
a two-year controversy over the 
lighting of Arlington Park, involving 
residents and officials from Arlington 
Heights and Rolling Meadows, the Il- 
linois Racing Board and the former 
owner of Arlington Park, Marje Ev- 
erett. 


The lights were turned on again 


Sept. 10, 1971. for the Yamaha Gold 
Cup motorcycle race, which drew nu- 


merous protests from residents in 
Arlington Heights and Rolling Mead- 
ows, particularly those living near 
the race track. 


A request for a special use permit 


to repeat the motorcycle race In 1072 
was unanimously denied by the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board, and 
plans for the race subsequently were 
dropped. 


LAST YEAR, some of the track's 


lights were used every night during 
the Future of America Fair, Aug. 24 
to Sept. 3. At that time, police report- 
ed only a very limited number of 
complaints form residents. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. 


Jack Walsh said Sunday he assumed 
'Some people will find this objection- 
able, just as they did in the past." 
But he said the apparent short-term 
nature of night racing may influence 
the position of both residents and vil- 
lage officials. 


Walsh said he did not know what 


legal obligations the race track hns 
to the village with regard to night 
racing. He said the matter will be 


researched by the village adminis- 
'.ration and could be discussed by the 
Allege board at its meeting tonight. 


"There may actually be some mer- 


it, during a short-term, in seeing just 
what the impact (of night racing) is 
in terms of traffic, noise and all the 
other things," Walsh said. "We'd at 
least have some experience to fall 
back on if the time comes when they 
(track officials) propose this full- 
time." 


ROLLING MEADOWS Mayor Ro- 


land Meyer said he planned to ask 
the city attorney today whether the 
racing board has the power to ap- 
prove night racing without first hold- 
ing a public hearing. 


If in the city attorney's opinion the 


board has acted illegally, Meyer said 
he will ask for an injunction against 
future night race*. 


"Most of the time when they hold 


night racing, or make a change in 
the racing schedule, they hold public 
hearings on its first. I'll ask the city 
attorney to check it out. That's about 
all we can do," Meyer said. 


LIGHTS at Arlington Park Race Track will go on tonight for 
the first nighttime horse race at the track in five years. A 
racing double header is planned because of a strike involving 
Sportsman's Park harness drivers.

Impeachment 
on your TV? 
Chances slim

Americans who planned to spend their 


summer watching impeachment hearings 
on television may as well make other 
plans. 


The House Judiciary Committee faces 


so many legal problems in opening its 
proceedings to the public, that there ap- 
peared to be little chance any portion of 
the deliberations leading up to a mid- 
July vote on impeachment of President 
Nixon would be televised. 


The White House has complained that 


the committee is dragging out the pro- 
ceedings and wonts them opened to the 
public. 


The panel voted 23 to 15 last Thursday 


not to open the hearings this Tuesday as 
originally planned. On Friday, Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., decided 
that none of the committee's evidence 
would be made public until the panel had 
gone over all the material. This will 
take another two to three weeks — and 
longer If additional matter is provided by 
the White House, government agencies, 
courts or other congressional 
com- 


mittees. 


Only then will the committee decide 


which, if any, witnesses will be called to 
testify to fill In gaps the panel has deter- 
mined exist in its evidence — and under 
House rules a witness could bar TV cov- 
erage during his testimony. 


The final phase of debating and voting 


on articles of impeachment to be recom- 
mended to the full House also can be 
held — and probably would be — without 
television since that would take place in 
a committee "meeting" and unanimous 
consent of the 38 members is required to 
permit TV. 


Nevertheless, officials at three TV net- 


works — NBC, CBS and ABC — feel the 
hearings should be open and televised be- 
cause possible impeachment of the Pres- 
ident Is of such Importance that opening 
the hearings and televising them Is vital 
to the democratic process. 


The officials also said open hearings 


would ensure tho belief the inquiry was 
being conducted fairly. They added that 
TV coverage would reduce selective 
leaks aimed at damaging the Ptesldent 
and not aiding him.

Critics counter that nerve gas has not 


been used because it requires bulky pro- 
tective suits and masks for all troops; 
there is no real defense for civilians; and 
once released, the gas is virtually impos- 
sible to control. 


Nearly every country, Including the So- 


viet Union but not the United States, is 
party to a 1925 Geneva protocol barring 
the use of chemical and biological war- 
fare. Although the Senate has never rati- 
fied the treaty, a succession of presidents 
has reaffirmed the U.S. would never be 
the first to use such weapons.

Arab oil nations continue 
ban against Netherlands

Arab countries decided Sunday to keep 


their oil ban on the Netherlands but reaf- 
firmed an earlier decision to continue 
fuel exports to the United Staes. 


A special meeting of Arab oil ministers 


in Cairo overruled Algerian arguments 
that the oil ban on Holland be lifted after 
Saudi Arabia maintained its strong stand 
on the matter. 


Representative* of the nine Arab coun- 


tries will meet again July 10. 


A conference spokesman said no actual 


vote was taken on tho Dutch embargo, 
and a similar ban on Arab oil shipments 
to South Africa, Rhodesia and Portugal 
would remain in force. 


In Vienna, the world's major oil pro- 


ducing nations recommended to their 


ministerial meeting later this month In 
Quito, Ecuador, that current oil prices 
remain frozen for the third quarter of 
this year but that government taxes on 
Western oil companies be increased to 
prevent them from making exorbitant 
profits. 


The Economic Commission of the Or- 


ganization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries met on the fourth day of its dis- 
cussions to set oil prices after July l and 
suggested maintaining the crude oil price 
at $11.65 per barrel but increasing taxes 
from 55 to 87 per cent. 


OPEC officials said oil companies 


were earning about $4 from each barrel 
of crude oil compared to 50 cents a bar- 
rel before the energy crisis.

Rabin commanded Israeli troops in the 


victorious 1967 war with the Arabs, and 
he was ambassador to the United States 
during the controversial 1973 war. 


His cabinet, which will be without such 


old guard stalwarts as Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban, faces its vote of confidence Mon- 
day. Despite its narrow one-vote major- 
ity in the 120-member Knesset parlia- 
ment, it is expected to win approval. 


Meanwhile, Palestine Arabs accused 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
Sunday of exceeding the limits of his 
Middle East peace mission, monopolizing 
the situation and getting only a frag- 
mented agreement serving American in- 
tsrests. 


A paper presented to a meeting of the 


Palestinian National Council parliament 
also said the Soviet Union was making 
every effort to keep the United States 
from "monopolizing" peace initiatives in 
the Middle East. 


Garment workers 
strike slated 
to begin today 


NEW YORK (UPD — The full impact 


of the first nationwide garment.strike 
was expected to be felt Monday when 
more than 100,000 workers strike boys 
and men's clothing makers on orders of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America. 


The action was directed at cutters, ma- 


chine operators, buttonhole makers and 
other workers who are scheduled to set 
up picket lines unless a settlement is 
reached. Both sides said they were will- 
ing to resume negotiations on the call of 
a federal mediator. However, no date 
was set for a resumption of talks. 


The union is seeking a wage increase 


and cost-of-living and fringe benefits 
clauses Including larger pensions, more 
holidays and vacation time. The garment 
workers currently earn an average wage 
of $3.50 an hour. 


The union called its last strike in the 


boys and men's apparel industry in 1920. 


Pravda prints optimism about upcoming Nixon visit

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Disease-carrying hamsters may have been sold in area 


by LUISA GINNETTI 


Your pot hamster may be cute and 


cuddly but If you purchased it between 
Dec. 4 and April 1 health officials warn 
ho may be a carrier of a disease which 
could leave a person ill for 10 to M days. 


The Communicable Disease 'Center in 


Atlanta, Ga., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this tlmo span may be 
carriers of lymphocytic choriomenlngitls, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling Influenza. Recovery is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials say. 


Bob Aldcn of the CDC said 93 cases of 


the disease have been reported nation- 
wide as of April but none of these has 
been in Illinois. 


Although the CDC recommended dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
4 through April 1, Alden said Friday it is 
likely that if a person has not contracted 


the disease by now, his pet is probably 
not a carrier. 


ALDEN SAID THE CDC recommended 


destroying the animals because there is 
"no practical way" to test the pets. In 
order to determine if a hamster is a car- 
rier of the disease, a blood sample must 
be taken and Alden said it is difficult to 
extract blood from hamsters. 


Marjorie C. Boawefl, Mount Prospect, 


director of health services, said 14 stores 
In Mount Prospect sold the possibly con- 
taminated animals, which were dis- 
tributed by Aquarium Supply Co. of Har- 
rison, N. J. 


The Mount Prospect stores are 


Woolworths, Ooldblatt's, Sears, Kresge, 
Murphy, Hornsby, K-Mart, Ben Franklin, 
Shultz, Grant, T.G.Y., Tressters, McNaw 
andNetsnera. 


Mrs. Boswell said state health officials 


recommend disposing of the bedding, 
food and water of possible carrier ham- 


sters and that their cages be washed 
thoroughly with hot, soapy water and dis- 
infectant. 


Lucille Wledeman, health director in 


Des Plalnes, said a check of area stores 
there showed they had not purchased 
hamsters from the distributor during the 
timespan in question. 


PALATINE HEALTH director Richard 


Dawson said his department has not re- 
ceived any reports of persons contracting 
the disease, but his office has contacted 
some stores to alert them of the prob- 
lem. 


"The biggest thing is handling," Daw- 


son said. "Mothers are the most suscep- 
tible to it (the disease) because they usu- 
ally wind up cleaning the cages. 


"It's extremely important to use good 


personal hygiene," Dawson added, say- 
ing this is the best precaution to take. 


OfflHnls in the Schaumburg Health De- 


partment said they received notification 
from the CDC but no complaints or re- 
ports of problems have been received 
from residents. The department has not 
issued any notification to residents. 


In Hoffman Estates, officials of the 


health department said they have not re- 
ceived any word from federal or state 
health officials about the situation. 


OFFICIALS IN THE Arlington Heights 


Health Department said they have not 
been informed of the hamster problem. 


Alden said last week there has been no 


new information on the hamster situation 
since April and the 93 reported cases is 
the latest figure available at the CDC. "I 
haven't heard of any increased concern 
about it since our April bulletin," Alden 
said. 


Hamsters purchased after April 1 


should be clear of contamination, accord- 
ing to the CDC.

Members of Wheeling's Citizens Action 


Program (CAP) see Gil Monoson, who 
recently disassociated himself from the 
group, as Wheeling's political Don Quix- 
ote. 


CAP members were reluctant to react 


to Monoson's public disavowal of associ- 
ation with the "citizens' lobby," but in- 
dlcated that Monoson may be in quest of 
more political power In the village. 


Monoson ended his association with 


CAP last Tuesday, saying the would-be 
political party has restricted his freedom 


Consulting firm to be 
interviewed by trustees 


The Wheeling Village Board tonight 


will interview the consulting firm of 
Booz, Allen and Hamilton as the first 
step in obtaining a thorough review of all 
village operations. 


The consulting firm is the first of sev- 


eral that the village plans to interview. 
Board members have endorsed the re- 
view, saying the village operations need 
close Inspection as a result of the current 
scandal in Wheeling. 


Six former and present Wheeling and 


Cook County officials were indicted Jan. 
31 following a year-long federal grand 
Jury probe into shakedowns of Wheeling 
developers. Two of the six already have 
pleaded guilty. 


THE INTERVIEW is scheduled to fol- 


low regular board business, which in- 
cludes several controversial and complex 
issues. Heading the list la the recommen- 
dations from the zoning board to change 
the village codes to allow helipads in the 
village. 


The zoning board recommended allow- 


ing helipads rather than Uw more con- 
troversial heliports, saying the village 
needs emergency helicopter landings. 


The request to change the codes came 


from Earl Reynolds, vice president of 
the Asplundh Tree Expert Co., which em- 
ploys Village Pits. Ted C. Scanlon. Resi- 


dents turned out in large number to op- 
pose Reynold's request, saying they did 
not wont a heliport on the Asplundh 
property, 412 N. Milwaukee Ave. 


The board also will review a stormwa- 


ter control ordinance that would require 
nearly all Wheeling developers to pro- 
vide ctormwater retention facilities. All 
commercial and industrial developers 
would have to provide retention, as 
would all residential developers of proj- 
ects larger than three acres. 


THE ORDINANCE also would outline 


specific standards for construction of re- 
tention basins, control of slltation and 
erosion, In addition to requiring devel- 
opers to retain larger amounts of 
stormwater. 


Board members are scheduled to de- 


cide whether to proceed with zoning for a 
112-unit condominium project proposed 
for the southeast corner of Manchester 
Drive and Wolf Road. Trustee Don Jack- 
son has rsked that zoning be delayed un- 
til moru restrictive 
ordinances are 


passed controlling condominium, apart- 
ment and townhouse projects. 


Appointments to various advisory 


boards and commissions are also slated 
for tonight's meeting. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. at the

PHEA, membership meeting Wednesday 
Teacher contract talks hit an impasse

The Dist. 23 Board of Education nego- 


tiating team has cailsd an impasse in 
bargaining talks with the Prospect 
Heights Education Assn. for a 1074-75 
teacher contract. 


The decision was announced last week 


when the three-member board team 
failed to agree to the PHEA's request 
that a respite be called in negotiations to 
allow both sides time to consider further 
compromise. 


According to terms set In the profes- 


sional negotiating agreement binding 
both sides, four steps must now be taken 
before an outside mediator Is called into 
the dispute: 


• The bonrd negotiating team must 


meet with all members of the associ- 
ation. 


• The PHEA negotiating team must 


meet with the full board of education. 


• Negotiating teams will meet with 


their respective organizations. 


• Negotiating teams will meet again to 


see If impasse can be remedied. 


KEN BATES, a member of the PHEA 


negotiating team and a teacher at Mac- 
Arthur Junior High, said the teachers 
will hold a membership meeting at 3:15 
p.m. Wednesday at MacArthur. 


The board negotiating team has bean 


Invited to attend the session but Alan 
Krinsky, chairman of the board team, 
said this meeting is tentative because not 
all board negotiators may be able to at- 
tend. 


Bates said the teachers will bold a 


meeting with or without the board ne- 
gotiators. 


Bates said the PHEA wants all four 


steps as defined in the agreement to be 
carried out before a mediator is brought 
in. "Our people have some very pointed 
questions they want to ask the board," 
Bates said. 


He added that although the profes- 


sional negotiating agreement calls for all 
four steps to be completed within IS days 
of notification of impasse, more time 
may be necessary to get both sides to-

BATES SAID THE board fa apparently 


concerned that the legislature will not re- 
store the full state aid package, cutting a 
substantial portion of funds to the dis- 
trict. The board is also apparently con- 
cerned, according to Bates, with the pos- 
sibility of losing state aid if the complex 
equalizer formula index for Cook County 
is reduced. 


Bates said only $17,600 separates the 


two sides with the PHEA seeking a total 
monetary package of $123,000 and the 
board offering a total package of 
$106,500. 


"The question is what will the legisla- 


ture do," Bates said. "We believe the 
funding is there and will be there." 


If an impasse continues and a media- 


tor is needed, an arbitrator will be cho- 
sen through a Joint decision by both 
sides. Bates said if negotiations reach 
the point where an arbitrator is needed, 
it is likely that both sides will go back to 
their original demands with the PHEA 
seeking a total monetary package of 
$196,000 and the board offering a package 
of $76,500. 


"Both sides can still do more com- 


promisinA," Bat 


"Perhaps he felt that we weren't politi- 


cal enough, and that wasn't the original 
intent of CAP," Moran said. 


Like Metzger, Moran said he wished 


Monoson well. "He very obviously ex- 
pected more publicity and more political 
activity, and it was not to be there at 
this time," he said. 


CAP SURFACED last November when 


seven local politicians announced the for- 
mation of a "citizens lobby," which bad 
all the earmarks of a new political party. 
At that time the CAP leaders were 
linked to James Stavros, former Wheel- 
ing Township Democratic committeeman 
who recently pleaded guilty to extorting 
$92,000 from three Wheeling developers. . 


The group consistently has denied affi- 


liations with Stavros, and has also main- 
tained that CAP is not a political organ!- 
zation. 


CAP members were responsible for 


several public statements on local prob- 
lems, but have made no such appeals 
since Stavros and five other former and 
present Wheeling and Cook County offi- 
cials were indicted Jan. 31. The in- 
dictments followed a year long federal 
probe into shakedowns of Wheeling de- 
velopers. 


Trustee William Hein, one of the or- 


ganizers of CAP, was cautious in his re- 
action to Monoson's statements. "Re- 
member, be is the one who disassociated 
himself with CAP," he said. "CAP did 
not disassociate themselves from Mr. 
Monoson. That's his prerogative." 


HEIN SAID MONOSON may have felt 


restricted in his freedom to speak on vil- 
lage issues because he never asked the 
CAP organization for any help. He noted 
that Monoson himself admitted that CAP 
members never told him what to do. He 
said, therefore, charges that CAP re- 
stricted the plan commissioners are "to- 
tally unfounded." 


When asked about the health of the 


CAP program, Hein said "CAP is the 
strongest organization in the Village of 
Wheeling." 


Des Smet, a plan commissioner and 


CAP member, said he was surprised by 
Monoson's action. He said Monoson had 
never mentioned his discomfort with the 
group. 


Smet also said that CAP doesn't have 


any political plans for the upcoming vil- 
lage election, and said the sole purpose 
of the group was "trying to see if there 
were some wrongs that we could right." 


CAP members Hugh Wislon and Frank 


Schnaltmaim, both members of the 
Wheeling Park Board, were unavailable 
for comment.

Deadline passes for Harper, custodians

Several Wheeling trustees liavc 


expressed a willingness to seek a 
review of village government oper- 
ations by a management con- 
sultant because of the corruption 
that has come to light In the past 
year. 


We favor this kind of thorough 


study and urge the village board to 
commission one as soon as a repu- 
table consulting firm can be found 
to do the job. 


In the past decade, village gov- 


ernment In Wheeling has been used 
to enrich political boss James 
Stavros and a select few of his- 
cronies. Zoning deals, extortion 
and nepotism have gone hand-in- 
hand with a low level of com- 
petence in thc'conduct of village 
affairs. 


A management consultant expe- 


rienced in municipal operations 
could provide guidelines for reform 
that will enable village govern- 
ment to function more competently 
and thus avoid corruption. 


When they begin to study Wheel- 


ing, the consultants will find its 
governmental structure is much 
the same as that of other suburbs 


untouched by scandal. The failings 
in Wheeling have been mostly hu- 
man ones — dishonesty for some 
and, for others, nn inability or un- 
willingness to sec what wris going

New procedures, safeguards and 


an increase in professionalism will 
go far to assure that Wheeling Is 
lifted out of its pool of corruption. 


Chief among the recommenda- 


tions that should be part of any 
consultant's study is home rule. 
The village has access to home 
rule powers through referendum, a 
move that would enable it to adopt 
many of the following needed re- 
forms: 


• Civil service. Patronage and 


nepotism must 
end. Employes 


should be hired and promoted on a 
merit basis. Nothing less than a 
full civil service system will do the 
job. 


• Elections. An end to the party 


slate system in local elections 
would attract more qualified candi- 
dates, reduce the power of bosses 
like Stavros and help ensure that 
issues and not political affiliation 
arc the basis of voter choice. 


• Full disclosure. Trustees, com- 


mission members and department 
heads should make regular full dis- 
c l o s u r e of their income and 
economic interests. 


• Department heads. All depart- 


ment heads and administrators 
must be given complete eval- 
uations as to their backgrounds, 
qualifications and ability to func- 
tion as their jobs require. Those 
who are not qualified should be re- 
placed. 


• Zoning reform. The village 


should revise and rcadopt a com- 
prehensive plan and make all plan- 
ning and zoning decisions on the 
basis of the plan, not back-room 
deals. Village officials must not 


testify in favor of petitioners who 
appear before boards and commis- 
sions. When a rezoning or other 
request is made, all owners or any 
others having any interest in the 
property in the past year should be 
disclosed. This would Include those 
holding any options or purchase 
contracts and those receiving real 
estate sales commissions. Secret 
owners of bank trusts should be un- 
masked In any government deal- 
ings. 


• Professional services. The vil- 


lage government needs more ex- 
tensive and competent advice in lu- 
gnl, planning and financial matters. 
Trustees must see that both the ad- 
ministration and village boards 
and commissions have access to 
the necessary expertise on a day- 
to-day basis. 


• Po'ice department. Control 


over the police department by the 
village administration must be 
strengthened and political med- 
dling by the police and fire com- 
mission must end. Command per- 
sonnel should be given lie tests 
similar to those taken recently by 
Chicago police brass. Favoritism 
in assignments, promotions and 
discipline must end. 


• Crime syndicate. The village 


must stop the spread of crime 
syndicate business operations in 
Wheeling. 


• Liquor licensing. The control 


of liquor licenses should be in the 
hands of a strict, law-enforcing 
commission that deliberates publi- 
cly. 


• Special assessments. The vil- 


lage needs a board of local im- 
provements to assure that politi- 
cally connected property owners 
aren't benefitting at taxpayers' ex- 
pense from street, sewer or similar 
projects.

John Nance Garner has a President had 
a tougher time than President Nixon 
in holding his vice president In the old 
corral. 


Try as ho may, Nixon has just about 


lost the support of his handplckcd vice 
president, Gerald R. Ford, over his Wa- 
tergate strategy. 


Nixon had two recent talks with Ford, 


hoping to keep him In line with the White 
House moves against impeachment, or at 
least to urge tbo vice president to lower 
his profile. But to no avail. 


Tho first time, Ford aald Nixon ad- 


vised him not to lira himself out by "tak- 
ing too many trips." Political observers 
took that to mean that Nixon would Uko 
to see tho vice president cut down on his 
speaking schedule during which he 
frequently urges greater presidential co- 
operation with Watergate prosecutors 
and House Impeachment Investigators. 


Ford has expressed the view such re- 


sistance by Nixon could lead to his im- 
peachment In the House. 


Ford, who is tuned In with Congress 


after 23 years In the House, has urged 
Nixon to stop "stonewalling" and to seek 
a compromise with the House Judiciary 
Committee. So far, ho has not been able 
to persuade the President to soften his 
stand even though Ford thinks It will stlf- 
fen views of House members who would 
like to support Nixon. 


In a scries of Interviews and news con- 


ferences, Ford says he hopes the Presi- 
dent will turn over Watergate material 
"the sooner, tho better." 


White House spokesmen soy Nixon 


feels he Is doing the right thing In pre- 
venting on "excessive encroachment" on 
the confidentiality of presidential docu- 
ments In a "highly pressurized" atmos- 
phere. 


Tho President's press secretary, Ron- 


ald L. Zlcglcr, told UPI: "often times 
there Is an effort to drive a wedge be- 
tween tho President and vice president 
but that's, I guess, part of the situation 
we're In now." 


Zleglcr said relations between Nixon 


and Ford "ore excellent." 


But some presidential aides arc asking 


what Ford Is "up to." They question 
whether his failure to go down the lino 
with Nixon is a self-buildup. 


Ford regularly denies he has 1976 pres- 


idential designs. And he strongly ex- 
presses the view that the President Is 
innocent of any wrong-doing in Water- 
gate. At the same time, he insists that he 
will bo his "own man." 


Presidents traditionally demand sub- 


servience of vice presidents. Even when 
he was running for the presidency In 
1968, thcn-Vlco President Hubert H. 
Humphrey found that every time he tried 
to break with President Johnson's Viet- 
nam policy, Johnson pulled him up short. 


Johnson also chafed as vice president 


under John F. Kennedy, but he did 
it silently. 


It may be a measure of tho severely 


weakened presidency that Nixon does not 
rebuke Ford openly. 


Cabinet members also have been 


speaking more candidly. During Nix- 
on's first administration, a Cabinet offi- 
cer would have been chastized or dis- 
missed for the kind of Independence 
somo now display. Walter J. Hlckcl was 
sacked as Interior secretary after he re- 


leased a letter questioning the Presi- 
dent's Vietnam policy. 


Within the dwindling ranks of loyal de- 


fenders, Ford is a major loss to the Pres- 
ident If he continues to remain outside 
the fold. (UPI)

What can we do? Existing law pays 


tuition to residents who serve on active 
duty In the armed forces, who enroll in 
Army ROTC at state-supported univer- 
sities, or who contract to teach, after 
g r a d u a t i o n , at poverty-designated 
schools. 


It Is proposed to amend that law to pay 


tuition at state-supported universities, 
c o m m u n i t y colleges and vocational 


schools, to youths who join the Guard. 
The proposed amendment, House Bill 
2118, recognizes services rendered and 
about to be rendered, to the state by 
the Illinois National Guard. 


I am asking your help In alerting our 


citizens to this amendment. Admittedly it 
may not in itself determine an enlist- 
ment or a re-enlistment. But it supports 
the need for help in maintaining strength 
during these very serious "no-draft" 
times. 


Illinois has a fine and very able Na- 


tional Guard — with your good support 
we can attract quality young men and 
women — who are so much needed dur- 
ing these times.

that the praise Is forgotten more quickly 
than Is the criticism. 


Janus also asks about the Herald's au- 


thority, as a "small town, rinky-dink pa- 
per," to question the President's "physi- 
cal, mental or moral condition." 


Editorial pages, regardless of how 


readers view them, should serve as crit- 
ics of just about everything, and the 
state of the President is a legitimate tar- 
get. 


Janus also contends that the news 


media have always charted a single 
course of action, and the President has 
"never done what the news media ad- 
vised." 


But the President has taken steps 


which at least a few editorial pages have 
supported, for there is a wide variety ol 
thought represented on the editorial 
pages of American newspapers. We are 
not a monolithic conspiracy, for our 
range extends from the conservatism of 
Philip Crane to the liberalism of the 
wildest liberal you can imagine. 


Where newspapers differ with your 


view of the world, Mr. Janus, Is that we 
generally regard it as part of our sacred 
duty to comment on the conduct of public 
officials who serve us. 


In some cases, that editorial criticism 


has been intemperate. Many officials 
have felt the sting of firebrand editorial 
criticism for some misdeeds which are 
imagined. 


That is part of the American tradition, 


for we attempt, in an imperfect manner, 
to act as a safeguard against the crooks 
who can dominate this government, if 
permitted to do so. 


Richard Nixon, whatever his strengths 


or whatever his weaknesses, must as a 
political official be subjected to fierce 
scrutiny, whether in the news columns or 
on the editorial pages. Even though Mr. 
Janus would disagree, most newspapers 
would defend that as part of the "Amer- 
ican tradition and the welfare of this 
country."

This li a different kind of question 


from an 80-year-old woman In excellent 
health. Is It poiilble at her age to rcvitn- 
Hie flaccid muscles of the upper arms 
and Inner thighs by exercise? She had 
been e swimmer for years when her 
body was In fine form (firm and 
rounded). It's different now. 


Yes, there is no difference in muscle 


fibers in older people and younger 
people. A muscle is enlarged and Its 
strength increased by placing it under 
progressive weight loads, such as In 


weight lifting. You don't need to use 
weights to do this. 


You can exercise your arms against 


resistance and this puts the muscle fi- 
bers under load and wul stimulate their 
enlargement and Increase their strength. 
If a muscle's strength cannot be in- 
creased or it cannot grow, it is usually 
because of poor circulation to the 
muscle. 


JUST TO USE a well-known public il- 


lustration of what strength or resistant 
exercises can do for your muscles, Gov. 
George Wallace of Alabama has pointed 
out recently that he is a lot stronger in 
Uic upper part of his body than he ever 
was before he was shot. With the sub- 
sequent paralysis of the lower part of his 
body ho has built up all the muscles in 
his arms and shoulders so that he can 
use them to help himself get around. 


This' growth and Increase in muscle 


moss in this area of the body has been a 
direct result of resistance or strength- 
type training. You don't have to be in 
your 20s to develop good muscle mass. 


I do think as you get older it is evei 


more important to check with your doc- 
tor about the types of exercises you do. 
The group of people who should be par- 
ticularly careful about weight lifting and 


strongth-type exercises are those who al- 
ready have high blood pressure. These 
firm contractions of muscles --an some- 
times significantly increase b'aod pres- 
sure levels.

rather than candy at Halloween. The 
Jaycees give tho park district a hand 
with the winter (..rrJval and conduct lo- 
cal and regional speed skating com- 
petition. 


THEIR ANNUAL spring project, a car- 


nival held specifically to raise funds for 


fireworks for Rolling Meadows Fourth of 
July celebration, will be In full swing June 
20 through 23 at Topp's parking lot. At 
the July 4 celebration, Jaycees will offer 
free train rides; Jaycee-ettes, free poay 
rides. Both will man the food booth. 


"Jaycee-ettes supplement the work 


force whenever needed," said Mrs. Wig- 
gins. "Our first and foremost concern is • 
to support our husbands In whatever way 
we can." 


The Rolling Meadows Jaycee-ettes find 


time for independent projects, too, such 
as tho recent fund-raiser sale of 300 
Mother's Day corsages. They are great 
donaters: Thanksgiving baskets to needy 
families, a "training arm" for Rolling 
Meadows paramedics, a "Resuscl-bnby" 
to Northwest Community Hospital, mon- 
ey for Rolling Meadows Christmas deco- 
rations, tables and chairs to Clearbrook 
Center. 


In addition, they entertain the Jaycees 


with several mixed social events each 
year. 


WHEN KATHY AND Bob Wiggins 


moved to Rolling Meadows as young 
marrleds six years ago, they were anx- 
ious to make new friends, and Bob, an 
engineer associate at Western Electric, 
found the opportunity to do so by joining 
the Jaycees. Six months later, Kathy 
joined the Jaycee-ettes. For 1072-73, she 
was its treasurer, and for the '73-74 
term, became Us president. 


Serving as a chapter representative, 


Kathy became acquainted with the work 
of the North Region Jaycee Wives, which 
was formed only four years ago when a 
group of women from various auxiliaries 
recognized the possible advantages of 
banding together on a regional basis. 


"IT PROVIDES AN opportunity to 


share and learn from each other's fail- 
ures and successes, to improve the indi- 
vidual chapters," sold Kathy, who 
served as publications director of North 
Region before she was elected its presi- 
dent for tho '74-75 year. 


North Region Jaycee Wives Includes 


Jaycee auxiliaries in the northeast cor- 
ner of Illinois, Including northwest subur- 
ban chapters.

ANOTHER REGIONAL goal Is to pro- 


vide playground equipment for a camp 
for crippled children in McHenry, 111. To 
this end, a continuous drive for Betty 
Crocker coupons Is carried on. 


Three hats may top the pretty head of 


Kathy Wiggins, but she wears each one 
with cool efficiency and calm capability. 
Even as her jobs overlap, the Jaycee-ette 
presidential term ending, the regional 
presidential term unfolding, another step 
in auxiliary organization is taking place 
— the combining of auxiliaries and re- 
gions to form the Illinois Jaycee Wives, a 
state-embracing organization. 


Rolling Meadows Jaycee-ettes will be, 


well represented. Another of its mem- 
bers, one who was 1972-73 North Region 
Jaycee Wives president and another ball 
of fire, Robbye Thornton has been elect- 
ed interim state president. 


Where arts are 
used as therapy

To Florence Tyson, music hath 


charms especially beneficial in the 
treatment of disturbed and handi- 
capped children and adults. 


Similar therapy, she holds, works 


through art and dance. 


Miss Tyson, a trained musical 


therapist, pioneered the Creative 
Arts Rehabilitation Center, of 
which she now Is executive direc- 
tor. Tho center Is a non-profit, 
n o n-sectarlan organization that 
acts as a community extension of 
the treatment a patient Is receiving 
in hospitals, public or private, or 
under private psychiatric care. 


She believes tho center Is unique 


in tho nation but sees no reason 
why similar centers could not bo 
operated In other communities and 
hns,written a basic pamphlet on 
how to begin one. 


"Ours grew out of my work with 


a philanthropy that had a hospital 
music therapy program," 
she 


said in an Interview. 


"I COULD DETECT that be- 


tween tho patients' visits thut the 
usual institutional therapy was not 
enough. 


"I thought, 'Why aren't we out 


there?' " 


That was around 1062 and today 


"wo out there" consists of the cen- 
ter's college-trained therapists in 
music, dance, art, and a consulting 
psychologist, who work with the 
patients on a weekly, twice-weekly, 
or dally basis as needed. 


"Most of our patients fall In 


the IS-to-33-ycar-old category," she 
said. "But oh, we need to afford to 
reach tho children." 


Miss Tyson doesn't bog down in 


technical terms when she talks of 
how tho program works other than 
to say that "the arts seem the di- 
rect lino to the subconscious. 


"Most of our patients are in mu- 


sic. Music has such an intense per- 
sonal meaning. Something they've 
always loved, but could not ex- 
press. Music seems to reach the 
deepest Inhlbltatlons and frustra- 
tions, tho fear of succeeding, the 
fear of falling, the feeling of utter 
demoralization. 


"WE HAD ONE MALE patient 


who kept remembering some of tho 
c h o r d a he'd heard from the 


'Moonlight Sonata.' With tho thera- 
plst, he began to pick it out by ear, 
by pattern of notes. Once he mas- 
tered It, a need satisfied, a new de- 
sire took over. 


"He started music lessons. 


"But a patient need not know 


anything about the arts. That's up 
to us. There Is no curriculum, no 
book, no timetable, no pressure. 


"In music we work with both vo- 


cal and Instrumental. Dance isn't a 
formal thing. It's just expression 
through tho body. Art provides a 
wonderful clue to us of some of 
the hangups." 


Patients come on referral, most- 


ly from the New York State area 
but also from around the country. 
The list of referal sources, other 
than from private psychiatry, runs 
from "A" for Alfred Adler Mental 
Hygiene Clinic to "Y" for Youth 
Residence Center. 


DETERMINATION OF fee is on 


an Individual basis, but It averages 
out at ahout $7.50 per session. Miss 
Tyson said tho case load runs 
about 70 per week with patients 
ranging from "mildly neurotic to 
deeply psychotic... suicidal." 


Her flies are full of case histories 


but one she mentions often was the 
subject of one of the center's films 
available to other rehabilitation 
groups. 


She was Chryssa, as the film 


called her, and she was emotional- 
ly disturbed almost beyond belief 
of recovery. She had lost her moth- 
er when she was 7, her impdvcr- 
ishcd father could not keep the 
family together, and life became a 
scries of abuses and placements In 
10 foster homes and three years In 
an orphanage. 


Referred from the psychotherapy 


unit of a Now York hospital, the 
girl, now 30, was "angry, easily 
provokes rejection, has wide mood 
swings." She had, In the course of 
14 years of therapy, not been able 
to speak, rather to express herself 
only through body movements. 


Miss Tyson began her with dance 


therapy. She then went into the 
music sessions. The happy ending 
is that ultimately she attended Co- 
lumbia University Teachers Col- 
logo, has a master's degree and is 
teaching children.

You can't run a home on logic 


Now that I am learning to live with 


Women's Lib I am, as I have mentioned 
before, discovering all kinds of loopholes 
In it. Ono giant one became evident to 
roe this weekend as my husband and I 
were visiting with Alice and Henry Flax- 
ton, who live next door. 


The men, after a few beers, began tea- 


sing us women about our Inefficiency in 
running our houses. Husbands have a 
way of doing that. The fact that our hus- 
bands are not exactly helpless around 
tho house made the teasing harder to 
take. They both compared stories of how, 
on the occasions that they have stayed 
home with the children, that each day 
they had the downstairs cleaned and the 
third load of laundry in the washer by 10 
a.m. 


Today Alice and I were grousing about 


our husbands' smug supremacy at their 
successful part-time jobs as housewives. 


"I HAVE TO ADMIT that I think they 


really wont to make our Jives easier by 


offering us their suggestions for organ- 
izing the house and family," Alice said. 
"But the problem is that they expect us 
to run our operation as a business!" 


I agreed wholeheartedly, and later I 


realized that it Is exactly this point that 
tho Women's Lib Movement has missed 
in trying to liberate the housewife. 


It Is easy — in theory — to cope with 


the kind of husband who expects his wife 
to be a maidservant. But what do you do 
with the guy who honestly thinks an In- 
ventory control system would solve the 
problem of sorting summer clothes? 


I would like Women's Lib people to 


come up with some suggestions on how 
to handle this kind of basically affable 
husband in a variety of frustrating situ- 
ations. 


I would like to know how to convince 


him that you can't fire your 12-year-old 
son for failing to clean the garage. 


HOW CAN I GET It through his head 


that you can't project that your daugher 


can consume all of the strawberries 
you have set aside for a desert for a 
dinner party? 


Is there a way to explain that in an 


effort to be organized, you save the 
kitchen to clean while you're on the 
phone, and if no one calls you, of course, 
it won't get done? 


A lot of husbands believe that keeping 


a home and managing a family is simply 
' a matter of logic. And I find it less than 


heartening that many Women's Lib 
people harbor the idea that women have 
surpressed their ability to think logically 
and have preferred to retreat behind the 
myth that they are intuitive rather than 
logical. In this way Women's Lib is sup- 
porting our loving and logical, but misun- 
derstanding husbands. 


Can't anyone besides a housewife and 


mother understand that it it Illogical to 
presume that a family and home con be 
run logically? Alice and I would like to 
know. 


Get back in shape while you swim

threw eggs up on our pale yellow alumi- 
num siding last Halloween. We weren't 
able to get to it then to clean it and the 
eggs have turned into a dark brownish- 
black stain. Lately, we've been trying to 
remove this stain, but arc failing. Can 
you help? — M.E.C. 


With such a long-standing stain you are 


going to have to try more than the usual 
recommended mild solutions. Try a step- 
up basis. First, mix two ounces of wash- 
ing machine detergent in six quarts of 
warm water. A stronger treatment would 
be trisodlum phosphate, following direc- 
tions on the label. 


The solvent cleaners are stronger still, 


with the end of the line being the abra- 
sive heavy-duty cleaners like the clean- 
ser which contains oxalic acid. Use one 
of the strong nylon scrubbers in working 
at this stain. You're going to get 
scratches but this undoubtedly will be 
preferable to the ugly stain. Whatever 
you try, remember to rinse well.

down at Laudcrdalc was tho ban- 
quct wo attended.

Sound like a national "I kicked 


the habit" club? Well, kind of. 


Frank Havlicek, a member of 


tho Northwest Suburban YMCA. 
was recalling tho very successful 
trip ho took recently to Florida. 
Ho and Bobbl Turcotte, who is 
associated with Bcuhlcr YMCA, 
were among 651 participants in 
tho Masters Swimming Moot at 
Ford Lauderdalo. 


Havlicek. swimming In the 55- 


69 age group, and Turcotlc, com- 
peting In the women's 45-19 
bracket, set several national 
record* In lhl» fifth annual meet 
that drew 581 participants from 
locutions ai far removed from 
Florida as California and Hawaii. 


Tho Masters Swim program is 


tho brainchild of Dr. Ransom Ar- 
thur, a member of tho Navy's 


neuropsychlatric department. Ar- 
thur's initial interest in the of- 
focts of swimming on the physi- 
cal conditioning of older Individ- 
uals began In 1970 with the devel- 
opment of tho Masters programs. 


Tho national meet that first 


year In AmarUlo, Texas drew 50 
entrants. The huge turnout this 
year at the Amateur Athletic 
Union ovcnt demonstrates the in- 
creasing popularity of this sport 
among older Americans. 


One of the not so well known 


swimmers is Gail Roper, a mem- 
ber of the 1052 U.S. Olympic 
team. She swims 10,000 yards, or 
nearly five and half miles a day, 
and Is turning in better times 
now than when she swam in the 
Olympics. 


Turcotte, who Is program di- 


rector at Buchlcr in Palatine, 
broke national marks in the 100- 
meter backstroke by nearly three 
seconds and the 200-meter back- 
stroke by nearly ilx. (There arc 
11 age groups of five-year in- 


crements with men or women be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 80 eli- 
gible to enter the program.) 
• 


In a meet held two weeks ago 


at Milwaukee, she took nearly 
two seconds off tho national 
record for the 50-yard back- 
stroke. 


Havlicek, who believes ho is a 


distant relative of Boston Celtic 
forward John Havlicek, competes 
out of the Des Plaines Y. Work- 
outs before a meet average about 
a mile a day for Havlicek, time 
commitments making it impos- 
sible for him to get in any more 
swimming than that. 


At Lauderdalo he was the vic- 


tim of advancing' technology as 
the highly accurate electronic 
method of timing caused him to 
lose three races by a total of 
nine-tenths of a second. 


He won the 200-meter individ- 


ual medley, a race that calls for 
the use of four separate strokes, 
at Laudcrdalc. In the 100-yard 
butterfly and 100-yard medley he 


was touched out both times for 
first by minute silvers of time. 


Swimming in the same Mil- 


waukee meet as Turcotte, Havli- 
cek sot a national record of 1:12 
in the 100-yard medley. 


The benefits Havlicek receives 


from the program are at once ob- 
vious and surprising. He ex- 
pected to improve his physical 
condition and he has done that. 


"Since beginning the Masters 


program," Havlicek says, "I've 
lost 14 pounds and an inch off my 
waist. I feel very fit. The pro- 
gram also provides a great deal 
of mental relaxation. When I 
swim that is all I think about." 


The less obvious benefit, but no 


less Important to Havlicek, Is an 
Increased rapport with young 
people. 


"The kids at the Y," he says. 


"See us working out and they 
have a little more respect for us. 
They say, 'Hey, you guys really 
work hard.' It seems to surprise 
them."

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Train teachers 
as 'non-sexists': 
parents' group 


by JILL BETTNER 


A School Dlst. 21 parent group has 


asked tho school board to provide teach- 
er training aimed at eliminating sexual 
bias In the classroom. 


The Citizens Task Force on Education, 


headed by Judy Brady-Keller and Carol 
Wrnbl of Arlington Heights, last week re- 
quested tho board to set up tho training 
and offered to assist in conducting work- 
shops or other sessions. The task force is 
a self-appointed group and was not or- 
ganized by the school board. 


In addition to tho ti-uchcr training, tho 


group also has proposed tho creation of a 
bookmobile to circulate non-sexist mate- 
rials around Dist. 21 schools enabling 
teachers to supplement textbooks al- 
ready In use. 


TUB CROUP CONDUCTED a survey of 


educational materials used In Dist. 21 
about two months ago and concluded that 
many contain and/or stereotyped sex 
roles. 


Following Iho survey, the task force 


appealed to the school board to make ev- 
ery effort to get rid of the objectionable 
m a t e r i a l s . In response, the board 
adopted a policy to eliminate not only 
materials containing sexual bias, but all 
other forms of discrimination as well. 


The proposals for teacher training and 


a bookmobile ore two of the parent 
group's Ideas for implementing the board 
policy. 


A PROPOSED OUTLINE for the 


teacher training program drawn up by 
the task force lists the objectives of the 
training as: 


• To enable participants to gain an 


awareness of the manifestations of sex 
stereotyping In education and Its implica- 
tions for the future. 


• To offer methods whereby school 


personnel can develop their own strate- 
gics for eliminating sex discrimination in 
the classroom. 


• To provide followup consultation as 


ceccssary. 


Through various methods such as lec- 


tures, small group activities, discussions 
and audiovisual aids, tho task force sug- 
gest covering such topics as elementary 
school textbooks and other educational 
materials, career counseling, physical 
education, sex education and family life, 
teacher expectations and extracurricular 
activities. 


THE GROUP ALSO proposed dis- 


cussing "methodology for incorporating 
an awareness of human rights Into the 
curriculum and development of action 
agendas for elimination of scx-stcr- 
colyping in tho classroom" and re- 
sources and followup planning Including 
review of materials available for teacher 
and student use. 


Objectives set up by tho group for tho 


bookmobile Include: 


• To expose children to supplementary 


non-sexist materials and expand their 
concepts of role Identity. 


• To expose school staff to supplc- 


m c n I a r y non-sexist materials and 
sources both for professional and person- 
al growth. 


Materials tho group proposes including 


in tho bookmobile ore books, slides, 
films, audio-topes and othm "presenting 


people in positive fulfilling life roles." 


THESE MATERIALS could more spec- 


Ifically include biographies of men and 
women, books portraying "non-tradition- 
al" careers for men and women, "more 
realistic fictional accounts of children 
and adults" and non-sexist games. 


The school board has agreed to study 


the task force proposals and lias directed 
the administration to do likewise. 


Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said Friday 


no decision has been made on what ac- 
tion, if any, will bo taken on the sugges- 
tions. 


"It's too premature for me to say 


that's a way we want to go," Gill said. 
"But I think there's definitely room for 
inscrvlco teacher training in those 
areas."

Couple threatened in mall

A Buffalo Grove man and his wife alle-

Police said Richard Clyburn, 775 Grove 


Dr., and his wife drove Into the mall 
parking lot at about 5 p.m. and almost 
immediately were hit slightly by another 
automobile. 


Clyburn exited his vehicle and went to 


talk to the driver of the other car when 
Raymond D. Smith left tho-second ve- 
hicle, shouting obscenities and brandish- 
ing a metal chain, police sold.

after school. 


Ron Warwick, principal of nearby 


Twin Groves School, said he was aware 
that students sometimes go to the Raupp 
site instead of going home. He added 
that two truant students were caught at 
the site about two months ago. 


Buffalo Grove Police Chief Harry 


Walsh said patrolmen make frequent 
checks of the site, but to his knowledge, 
have never been able to catch youngsters 
there. 


"If people see kidi up there, why don't 


they call the police? That's what they 
should do instead of calling the news- 
paper," Walsh said. He added that the 
farm is public property and people have 
a right to be there.

Disease-carrying hamsters may have been sold in area

Your pet hamster may be cute and 


cuddly but if you purchased It between 
Dec. 4 and April 1 health officials warn 
ho may bo a carrier of a disease which 
could leave a person ill for 10 to 14 days. 


The Communicable Disease Center in 


Atlanta, Ga., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this time span may be 
carriers of lymphocytlc chorlomcnlngitls, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling Influenza. Recovery is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials aay. 


Bob Aldcn of tho CDC said 03 'coses of 


the disease have been reported nation- 
wide as of April but none of these has 
been in Illinois. 


Although the CDC recommended dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
4 through April 1, Alden said Friday it Is 
IIMv tr»t If n person hns not contracted 


the disease by now, his pet is probably 
not a carrier. 


ALDEN SAID THE CDC recommended 


destroying tho animals because there Is 
"no practical way" to test the pets. In 
order to determine If a hamster Is a car- 
rier of the disease, a blood sample must 
be taken and Aldcn said it is difficult to 
extract blood from hamsters. 


Marjorlc C. Boswcll, Mount Prospect, 


director of health services, said 14 stores 
In Mount Prospect sold the possibly con- 
taminated animals, which were dis- 
tributed by Aquarium Supply Co. of Har- 
rison, N. J. 


The Mount Prospect stores are 


Woolworths, Goldblatt's, Sears, Kresgo, 
Murphy, Hornsby, K-Mart, Ben Franklin, 
Shultz, Grant, T.G.Y., Tresslen, McNaw 
and Nelsners. 


Mrs. Boawell said state health officials 


recommend disposing of .the bedding, 
food and water of onMlW* carrier ham- 


sters and that their cages be washed 
thoroughly with hot, soapy water and dis- 
infectant. 


Lucille Wiedeman, health director in 


DCS Plaines, said a check of area stores 
there showed they had not purchased 
hamsters from the distributor during the 
tlmespan in question. 


PALATINE HEALTH director Richard 


Dawson said his department has not re- 
ceived any reports of persons contracting 
the disease, but his'offlee has contacted 
some stores to alert them of the prob- 
lem. 


"The biggest thing is handling," Daw- 


son said. "Mothers are the most suscep- 
tible to it (the disease) because they usu- 
ally wind up cleaning the cages. 


"It's extremely important to use good 


personal hygiene," Dawson added, say- 
ing this Is the best precaution to take. 


Officials in the Sohaumhura H«*Ub TU- 


partment said they received notification 
from the CDC but no complaints or re- 
ports of problems have been received 
from residents. The department has not 
issued any notification to residents. 


In Hoffman Estates, officials of the 


health department said they have not re- 
ceived any word from federal or state 
health officials about the situation. 


OFFICIALS IN THE Arlington Heights 


Health Department said they have not 
been informed of the hamster problem. 


Alden said last week there has been no 


new information on the hamster situation 
since April and the 93 reported cases is 
the latest figure available at the CDC. "I 
haven't heard of any increased concern 
about it since our April bulletin," Alden 
said.

Last run for Metron commuter bus

Some 100 commuters from Arling- 


ton Heights and Buffalo Grove will 
have to find a different way to work 
today. 


The men and women had been ri- 


ders of Metron Systems shuttle bus 
to and from the Arlington Heights 
train station. 


But the buses won't run today, or 


tomorrow, or for an indefinite period 
after that. Metron made its lost run 
Friday evening. 


"I'm sad that it had to fall," said 


Thomas Fox, 810 E. Burr Oak Dr., 
Arlington Heights. 


Fox said ho had ridden the bus ev- 


ery day last week and "thought It 
was excellent." Ho thinks more ad- 
vertising might have cut the com- 
pany's losses, which were amounting 
to 14,500 a month. 


"I had a chance to really experi- 


ence what these people had here, and 
I feel sorry for them now that it's 
over," he said. 


ANOTHER RIDER, Joseph Good 


of 506 E. Knob Hill Dr., Arlington 
Heights, sold ho it going to have to 
depend on his wife to drive him to 
and from the station. 


"It's going to be more of a burden 


on my wife, especially In the evening 
when it's prime time for a wife to be 
at homo," he says. 


Asked whether he would consider 


buying a second ear to drive and 
park at the depot, Good had to say, 
"I guess it might be a good Idea." 


"I thought the bus service was 


great and I certainly would have 
liked to see it continued," he said. 


A DECISION by the Arlington 


Heights village board not to subsidize 
bus operations at a cost of from 
$60,000 to $80,000 to the end of the 
year, brought Metron to the end of 
the line Friday. 


"Metron is truly sorry to have to 


do this," company president Claude 
Lulsada sold In a farewell letter to 
his riders. 


"Throughout our short term of ser- 


vice, it was the company's policy to 
render the best service we could, 
and, all things considered, I believe 
the customer received his money's 
worth," Luisada wrote. 


MARTY JOYCE of Buffalo Grove 


sold he got his money's worth since 
the Villa Verde apartment complex 
where he lives Includes bus trans- 
portation to and from the train sta- 
tion as part of tho rent. 


"I'm going to move closer In," 


Joyce said. "The apartment man- 
agers have said they'll release 
people from the loose agreement if 
they can't provide bus trans- 
portation." 


The complex is now considering 


buying a small van to take its com- 


muter residents to the train station, 
Joyce said. 


Lawrence Billiard, 2612 N. Windsor 


Drive, Arlington Heights, has ridden 
Metron's bus since its first day of 
operation nine months ago. 


"It's been very useful and I still 


feel the community could support a 
bus service," he said. But the basic 
problem, Milliard recognizes, is sim- 
ply the economics of it. "You need 
more utility of the buses to make it 
more profitable." 


"More extensive research as to the 


need for the service and where that 
need lies might have helped," be 
said. 


HILLIARD, LIKE most other Ar- 


lington Heights commuters, will now 
drive and park his car at the station 
now that the bus no longer runs. 


In absolute terms, Metron's rider- 


ship was small — too small for a ma- 
jority of Arlington Heights trustees 
to justify an Infusion of village tax 
dollars. 


The two buses, owned by the vil- 


lage, will be put in moth balls in case 
they can be used in some future vil- 
lage bus system. 


"We sincerely thank you for your 


patronage," Luisada told his riders. 
"And if ever again we are able to 
operate, we hope you will once again 
ride with us."

High school 
teachers rally 
to negotiators

High School Dlst. 211 teachers will ral- 


ly tonight to support their negotiating 
team now In salary contract talks with 
the district board of education. 


Dan O'Brien, president of the Dist. 211 


Education Assn., said teachers will gath- 
er at 7:15 p.m. In the Fremd High School 
gymnasium to discuss the board's offer 
of a 6.2 per cent increase in salary. 


O'Brien said the association's negotiat- 


ing team is asking for a 10 per cent In- 
crease in salary, which would raise the 
base pay for teachers from $8,950 to 
$9,850. Attendance nt tonight's meeting 
will mean a vote of confidence for the 
bargaining tean, said O'Brien. About 80 
per cent of Dist. 211's 500 teachers are 
members of the education association. 


THE MASS MEETING tonight is In- 


tended as a reaction to the board's 
"first, best and only offer," said O'Brien. 
He said the board's proposal for In- 
creased salary "will again put teachers 
in the position of losing to the cost of 
living." 


Last year the teachers accepted a 4 


per cent Increase in salary, but accord- 
ing to the teacher's association, Dist. 211 
teachers actually took about a 4.7 per 
cent pay cut because the consumer price 
index Increased about 8.8 per cent last 
year. 


O'Brien said the board members are 


arguing that they will spend $1.5 million 
more for teachers salaries next year 
even if teachers agree to the 6.2 per cent 
raise. But O'Brien said much of that 
money will be used to pay the salaries of

Find rabid bat at Maryville 


At least six Maryville Academy of DCS 


Plalncs students were to begin pre- 
ventive treatment for rabies over the 
weekend after coming In contact with a 
bat found on the school grounds last 
week. 


DCS Plalncs police said three of the 


youngsters 10, 10 and 12 years old, were 
bitten by the bat, later conflmred to be 
carrying the disease while another three 
were bitten or scratched. 


The bat was found by a group of chil- 


dren near a chapel Tuesday afternoon 
and the animal, according to reports, 
was passed among several of the youths 
before it was turned over to a school 
nurse. 


County rabies control authorities con* 


firmed Thursday tho animal was rabid 


and there was suspicion initially that as 
many as 35 Maryville students had come 
in contact with it. 


School administrators called an assem- 


bly of their 323 students Friday afternoon 
and learned however that only six young- 
sters were bitten or scratched and would 
have to undergo treatment. 


RABIES TREATMENT consists of a 


series of 14 shots administered every day 
or every other day and can take two 
weeks or more to complete. 


Dr. Robert Keough, of the Cook County 


Animal Control Department said he was 
worried about the situation at first be- 
cause of the bat's increasing importance 
over the years as a carrier of the dis- 
ease. 


He said Friday that bats and skunks, 


"ore primary carriers of rabies." The 
disease is normally transmitted through 
the animals saliva into the person's ner- 
vous system when it bites or scratches 
someone. 


KEOUGH, HOWEVER, mentioned re- 


cent tests that have shown bats to be 
able to communicate the disease "air- 
borne," or through the air, without any- 
one being bitten or scratched. 


Two research workers died of rabies 


once after having been in a cave with a 
large number of bats, even though they 
were not bitten. 


Keough said parents should advise 


their children, "never to handle sick ani- 
mals but to call the local police for ad- 
vice." 
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50 new teachers the board Is hiring for 
next year. 


"We contend that we are bargaining

DIST. 211 BOARD Pres. Robert Creek, 


chairman of the board's negotiating com- 
mittee, said Friday, "The district Is lim- 
ited in its Income." He said that it is 
important to remember that any In- 
crease In the base pay for teachers Is in 
addition to the 5.3 per cent salary In- 
crement teacher receive for additional 
experience until they reach the top of the 
scale after 16 years. 


Creek said he has no idea when a set- 


tlement will be reached on teacher con- 
tracts for next year and will not be able 
to tell what effect the rally will have on 
negotiations until it is over. The next 
negotiating session between teachers and 
the board is scheduled for tomorrow 
night. The two sides have been negotiat- 
ing since February.

Teachers 
plan center 
for ideas

For 1% years, Maine Township teach- 


ers have traveled to Hyde Park to work 
on "do-it-yourself" educational projects 
at a teacher-sponsored resource center.

where teachers gather to exchange ideas 
and develop new learning materials, the 
Hyde Park facility gained a following 
among focal teachers. Now Maine Town- 
ship teachers are making plans to begin 
a local center of their own. 


"The concept is to develop a physical 


facility organized and run by teachers," 
D e n n i s Anderson, president-elect of 
the Des Plaines Education Assn., said.

WHILE THERE are teacher resource 


centers throughout the country, Anderson 
noted that most are "usually initiated by 
school administrations, school boards 
and universities."

Park center is that teachers can make 
their own learning materials at cost, ac- 
cording to Anderson.

Find rabid bat at Maryville 


At least six Maryville Academy of Des 


Plaines students were to begin pre- 
ventive treatment for rabies over the 
weekend after coming in contact with a 
bat found on the school grounds last 
week. 


Des Plaines police said three of the 


youngsters 10, 10 and 12 years old, were 
bitten by the bat, later confimred to be 
carrying the disease while another three 
were bitten or scratched. 


The bat was found by a group of chil- 


dren near a chapel Tuesday afternoon 
and the animal, according to reports, 
was passed among several of the youths 
before it was turned over to a school 
nurse. 


County rabies control authorities con- 


firmed Thursday the animal was rabid 
and there was suspicion initially that as 
many as 35 Maryville students had come 
in contact with it 


School administrators called an assem- 


bly of their 323 students Friday afternoon 
and learned however that only six young- 
sters were bitten or scratched and would 
have to undergo treatment. 


RABIES TREATMENT consists of a 


series of 14 shots administered every day 


or every other day and can take two 
weeks or more to complete. 


Dr. Robert Keough, of the Cook County 


Animal Control Department said he was 
worried about the situation at first be- 
cause of the bat's increasing importance 
over the years as a carder of the dis- 
ease. 


He said Friday that bats and skunks, 


"are primary carriers of rabies." The 
disease is normally transmitted through 
the animals saliva into the person's ner- 
vous system when it bites or scratches 
someone. 


KEOUGH, HOWEVER, mentioned re- 


cent tests that have shown bats to be 
able to communicate the disease "air- 
borne," or through the air, without any- 
one being bitten or scratched. 


Two research workers died of rabies 


once after having been in a cave with a 
large number of bats, even though they 
were not bitten. 


Keough said parents should advise 


their children, "never to handle sick ani- 
mals but to call the local police for ad- 
vice."

Your pot hamster may be* cute and 


cuddly but if you purchased It between 
Dec. 4 and April 1 health officials warn 
he may bo a carrtar of a disease which 
could leave a person ill for 10 to 14 days. 


The Communicable Disease Center in 


Atlanta, Ga., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this time span may be 
carriers of lymphocytlc chorlomeningltis, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling influenza. Recovery is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials say. 


Bob AMen of tho CDC said 03 cases of 


the disease have been reported nation-' 
wide as of April but none of these has 
been 10 Illinois. 


Although tho CDC recommended dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
4 through April l.Alden said Friday His 
likely that if a person has not contracted 


the disease by now, his pet is probably 
not a carrier. 


ALDEN SAID THE CDC recommended 


destroying tho animals because there is 
"no practical way" to test the pets. In 
order to determine if a hamster is a car- 
rier of the disease, a blood sample must 
be taken and Aldon said it is difficult to 
extract blood from hamsters. 


Marjorio C. Boswell, Mount Prospect, 


director of health services, said 14 stores 
in Mount Prospect sold the possibly con- 
taminated animals, which were dis- 
tributed by Aquarium Supply Co. of Har- 
rison, N. J.

DCS Plaines, said a check of, area stores 
there showed they bad not purchased 
hamsters from the distributor during the 
timespan in question. 


PALATINE HEALTH director Richard 


Dawson said his department has not re- 
ceived any reports of persons contracting 
the disease, but his. office has contacted 
some stores to alert them of the prob- 
lem.

"The biggest thing is handling," Daw- 


son said. "Mothers are the most suscep- 
tible to H (the disease) because they, usu- 
ally wind up cleaning toe cages. 


"It's extremely important to use good 


personal hygiene," Dawson- added, say- 
ing this Is the best-precaution to take. 


Officials in the Schaumburg Health De- 


partment said they received notification 
from the CDC but no complaints or re-. 
ports of problems have been received 
from residents. The department has not 
issued any notification to residents. 


In Hoffman Estates, officials of the 


health department said they have not re- 
ceived any word from federal or state 
health officials about the situation. 


OFFICIALS IN THE Arlington Heights 


Health Department said they have not 
been informed of the hamster problem.

Salary talks spur teachers to rally

High School Dist. 211 teachers will ral- 


ly tonight to support their negotiating 
team now in salary contract talks with 
the district board of education. 


Dan O'Brien, president of the Dlst. 211 


Education Assn., said teachers will gath- 
er at 7:15 p.m. in the Frcrad High School 
gymnasium to discuss the board's offer 
of a 6.2 per cent increase in salary. 


O'Brien sold the association's negotiat- 


ing team Is asking for a 10 per cent in- 
crease In salary, which would raise the 
base pay for teachers from $8,950 to 
$9,850. Attendance at tonight's meeting 
will mean a vote of confidence for the 
bargaining lean, said O'Brien. About 80 
per cent of Dist. 2H's 500 teachers are 
members of the education association. 


THE MASS MEETING tonight is in- 


tended as a reaction to the board's 
"first, best and only offer," said O'Brien. 
Ho said the board's proposal for in- 
creased salary "will again put teachers 
in the position of losing to the cost of 
living." 


Last year the teachers accepted a 4 


per cent increase in salary, but accord- 
ing to the teacher's association, Dlst. 211 
teachers actually took about a 4.7 per 
cent pay cut because the consumer price 
Index increased about 8.8 per cent last 
year. 


O'Brien said the board members are 


arguing that they will spend $1.5 million 
more for teachers salaries next year 
even if teachers agree to the 6,2 per cent 
raise. But O'Brien said much of that 
money will be used to pay the salaries of 
50 new teachers.the board Is hiring for 
next year. 


"We contend that we are bargaining 


only for teachers on the staff now," said 
O'Brien. Growth In enrollment and addi- 
tional teaching staff should be the 
board's problem, he said. 


HIST. 211 BOARD Pros. Robert Creek, 


chairman of the board's negotiating com- 
mittee, said Friday, "The district is lim- 
ited in its income." He said that it is 
important to remember that any in- 
crease in the base pay for teachers is in 
addition to the 5.3 per cent salary in- 
crement teacher receive for additional 
experience until they reach the top of the 
scale after 10 years. 


Crock said he has no idea when a set- 


tlement will be reached on teacher con- 
tracts for next year and will not be able 
to tell what effect the rally will have on 
negotiations until it is over. The next 


negotiating session between teachers and 
the board is scheduled for tomorrow 
night. The two sides have been negotiat- 
ing since February. 


The teachers negotiating team recently

Disease-carrying hamsters may have been sold in area

Your pet hamster may be cute and 


cuddly but If you purchased It between 
Dec. 4 and April 1 health officials warn 
he may bo a carrier of a disease which 
could leave a person ill for 10 to 14 days. 


The Communicable Disease Center in 


Atlanta, Go., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this time span may be 
carriers of lymphocytlc choriomcnlngltls, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling Influenza. Recovery is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials say. 


Bob Alden of the CDC said 93 cases of 


the disease have been reported nation- 
wide as of April but none of these has 
been in Illinois. 


Although the CDC recommended dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
4 through April 1, Alden said Friday it is 
Utolv OwU If • OWMM has not contracted 


the disease by now, his pet is probably 
not a carrier. 


ALDEN SAID THE CDC recommended 


destroying the animals because there Is 
"no practical way" to test the pets. In 
order to determine If a hamster is a car- 
rier of the disease, a blood sample must 
be taken and Alden said It is difficult to 
extract blood from hamsters. 


Marjoric C. Boswcll, Mount Prospect, 


director of health services, said 14 stores 
In Mount Prospect sold the possibly con- 
taminated animals, which were dis- 
tributed by Aquarium Supply Co. of Har- 
rison, N. J. 


The Mount Prospect stores are 


Woolworths, Goldblatt's, Sears, Kresge, 
Murphy, Hornsby, K-Mart, Ben Franklin, 
Shultz, Grant, T.G.Y., Tresslers, McNaw 
and Neisners. 


Mrs. Boswell said state health officials 


recommend disposing of the bedding, 
food and water of possible carrier ham- 


sters and that their cages be washed 
thoroughly with hot, soapy water and dis- 
infectant. 


Lucille Wiedcman, health director in 


DCS Plalnes, sold a check of area stores 
there showed they had not purchased 
hamsters from the distributor during the 
timespan in question. 


PALATINE HEALTH director Richard 


Dawson said his department has not re- 
ceived any reports of persons contracting 
the disease, but his office has contacted 
some stores to alert them of the.prob- 
lem. 


"The biggest thing is handling," Daw- 


son said. "Mothers ore the most suscep- 
tible to it (the disease) because they usu- 
ally wind up cleaning the cages. 


"It's extremely important to use good 


personal hygiene," Dawson added, say- 
ing this is the best precaution to take. 


Officials in the Schaumburg Health De- 


partment said they received notification 
from the CDC but no complaints or re- 
ports of problems have been received 
from residents. The department has not 
issued any notification to residents. 


In Hoffman Estates, officials of the 


health department said they have not re- 
ceived any word from federal or state 
health officials about the situation. 


OFFICIALS IN THE Arlington Heights 


Health Department said they have not 
been informed of the hamster problem. 


Alden said last week there has been no 


new. information on the hamster situation 
since April and the 93 reported cases is 
the latest figure available at the CDC. "I 
haven't heard of any increased concern 
about it since our April bulletin," Alden 
said.'

Train teachers 
as 'non-sexists':

A School Dlst. 21 parent group has 


asked the school board to provide teach- 
er training aimed at eliminating sexual 
bias In the classroom. 


The Citizens Task Force on Education, 


headed by Judy Brady-Keller and Carol 
Wrabl of Arlington Heights, lost week re- 
quested the board to set up the training 
and offered to assist in conducting work- 
shops or other sessions. The task force is 
a self-appointed group and was not or- 
ganized by the school board. 


In addition to the teacher training, the 


group also has proposed the creation of a 
bookmobile to circulate non-sexist mate- 
rials around Dist. 21 schools enabling 
teachers to supplement textbooks al- 
ready In use. 


THE CIIOUP CONDUCTED a survey of 


educational materials used In Dlst. 21 
about two months ago and concluded that 
many contain and/or stereotyped sex 
roles. 


Following the survey, the task force 


appealed to the school board to make ev- 
ery effort to get rid of the objectionable 
m a t e r i a l s . In response, the board 
adopted a policy to eliminate not only 
materials containing sexual bias, but all 
other forms of discrimination as well. 


The proposals for teacher training and 


a bookmobile arc two of the parent 
group's ideas for Implementing the board 
policy. 


A PROPOSED OUTLINE for 
the 


teacher training program drawn up by 
the task force lists the objectives of the 
training as: 


• To enable participants to gain an 


awareness of the manifestations of sex 
stereotyping In education and its Implica- 
tions for the future. 


• To offer methods whereby school 


personnel can develop their own strate- 
gics for eliminating sex discrimination in 
the classroom. 


• To provide followup consultation as 


necessary. 


Through various methods such as lec- 


tures, small group activities, discussions 
and audiovisual aids, the task force sug- 
gest covering such topics as elementary 
school textbooks and other educational 
materials, career counseling, physical 
education, sex education and family life, 
teacher expectations and extracurricular 
activities. 


THE GROUP ALSO proposed dis- 


cussing "methodology for incorporating 
an awareness of human rights into the 
curriculum and development of action 
agendas for elimination of sex-ster- 
eotyping in the classroom" and re- 
sources and followup planning including 
review of materials available for teacher 
and student use. 


Objectives set up by the group for the 


bookmobile include: 


• To expose children to supplementary 


non-sexist materials and expand their 
concepts of role Identity. 


• To expose school staff to supple- 


m c n t a r y non-sexist materials and 
sources both for professional and person- 
al growth. 


Materials the group proposes Including 


In the bookmobile arc books, slides, 
films, audio-tapes and others "presenting 
people In positive fulfilling life roles." 


THESE MATERIALS could more spec- 


ifically include biographies of men and 
women, books portraying "non-tradition- 
al" careers for men and women, "more 
realistic fictional accounts of children 
and adults" and non-sexist games. 


The school board has agreed to study 


the task force proposals and has directed 
the administration to do likewise. 


Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth GiU said Friday 


no decision has been made on what ac- 
tion, if any, will be taken on the sugges- 
tions. 


"It's too premature for mo to say 


that's a way we want to go," Gill sold.

In zoning bribery scandal 
Peskin sentenced to 3-year jail term

Bernard M. Peskin, "the fixer" in the 


Hoffman Estates Kaufman and Broad 
zonlrig bribery scandal, was sentenced to 
three years in a federal prison Friday by 
U.S. District Court Judge Frank J. 
McGarr. 


McGarr set Aug. 8 for Peskin to sur- 


render to Chicago Federal marshals and 
begin serving his sentence, but he noted 
Pcskin's Intention to appeal his con- 
viction. The surrender date can be ex- 
tended, pending the appeal, McGarr 
said. 


McGarr said he intentionally set a 


longer prison term for Peskin that he 
had given any of the six former Hoffman 
Estates officials who pleaded guilty In 
the zoning bribery scheme. "That was 
not accidental. His culpability Is great- 
er," said McGarr. 


PESKIN WAS convicted April 4 by a 


federal jury of five counts of bribery, one 
of conspiracy and one of tax evasion 
stemming from passing $35,000 in bribes 
from Kaufman and Broad to village offi- 
cials In 1968. 


McGarr said both on these village offi- 


cials, and on Kaufman and Broad, before 
pronouncing sentence. 


"Not all public officials were venal and 


corrupt" in Hoffman Estates in 1968, 
"but the majority were," said McGarr, 


referring to "ethical conditions in that 
village at that time." 


"It was a black day for the citizens of 


Hoffman Estates when the corrupt in- 
fluence of Kaufman and Broad first In- 
sinuated itself into village affairs," he 
said. McGarr noted Kaufman and Broad 
had pleaded guilty and had received the 
maximum fine for the charges it faced, 
$50,000. "But the frustrating fact is that 
does not barm or hardly even touch the 
anonymous men behind the corporation," 
he said. 


PESKIN PLEADED for leniency hi 


sentencing, citing his health and back- 
ground as considerations in his favor. 
His physician, Dr. Nicholas Capos, de- 
scribed surgery he performed on Peskin 
for cancer in 1971, and said patients with 
Peskln's condition have a 30 per cent 
survival rate over five years. 


"This man is on borrowed time. Send- 


ing this man away would be inhumane 
treatment," said Capos. 


Peskln's attorney, Thomas P. Sullivan, 


cited Pcskin's accomplishments as a 
state representative and his charitable 
and civic contributions in seeking proba- 
tion for Peskin, rather than a prison sen- 
tence. 


BUT ASSISTANT U.S. Atty. Anton 


Valukas, the prosecutor, 
responded, 


"Peskin was not a virgin," and said in 


spite of his "Impressive background" 
Peskin "did what he did not out of neces- 
sity but out of greed." 


"Peskin was a fixer — one of a par- 


ticular breed of lawyers we see in Chi- 
cago," said Valukas, adding, "It is be- 
cause of persons like Peskin that the 
bribery system continues."

Atlanta, Gn., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this time span may bo 
carriers of lymphocytic chorlomcnlngltls, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling Influenza. Recovery Is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials say. 


Bob Aldcn of tho CDC said 03 cases of 


tho disease have been reported nation- 
wide as of April but none of these has 
been in Illinois. 


Although tho CDC recommended dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
4 through April 1, Alden said Friday it is 
llkrly that If n person has not1 contracted 


the disease by now, his pet is probably 
not a carrier.

Bernard M. Peskin, "the fixer" In the 


Hoffman Estates Kaufman and Broad 
zoning bribery scandal, was sentenced to 
three years in a federal prison Friday by 
U.S. District Court Judge Frank J. 
McGarr. 


. 
McGarr set Aug. 8 for Peskin to sur- 


render to Chicago Federal marshals and 
begin serving his sentence, but he noted 
Peskin's intention to appeal his con- 
viction. The surrender date can be ex- 
tended, pending the appeal, McGarr 
said. 


McGarr said he intentionally set a 


longer prison term for Peskin that he 
had given any of the six former Hoffman 
Estates officials who pleaded guilty In 
the zoning bribery scheme. "That was 
not accidental. His culpability is great- 
er," said McGarr. 


PESKIN WAS convicted April 4 by a 


federal jury of five counts of bribery, one 
of conspiracy and one of tax evasion 
stemming from passing $35,000 in bribes 
from Kaufman and Broad to village offi- 
cials in 1968. 


McGarr said both on these village offi- 


cials, and on Kaufman and Broad, before 
pronouncing sentence. 


"Not all public officials were venal and 


corrupt" to Hoffman Estates in 1968, 
"but the majority were," said McGarr, 
referring to "ethical conditions In that 
village at that time." 


"It was a black day for the citizens of 


Hoffman Estates when the corrupt in- 
fluence of Kaufman a.:-* Broad first in- 
sinuated itself into village affairs," he 
said. McGarr noted Kaufman and Broad 
had pleaded guilty and had received the 
maximum fine for the charges it faced, 
$50,000. "But the frustrating fact Is that 
does not harm or hardly even touch the 
anonymous men behind the corporation," 
he said. 


PESKIN PLEADED for leniency in 


sentencing, citing his health and back-* 
ground as considerations In his favor. 
His physician, Dr. Nicholas Capos, de- 
scribed surgery he performed on Peskin 
for cancer In 1971, and said patients with 
Peskin's condition have a 30 per cent 
survival rate over five years. 


"This man is on borrowed time. Send- 


ing this man away would be inhumane 
treatment, " said Capos. 


Peskin's attorney, Thomas P. Sullivan, 


cited Peskin's accomplishments as a 
state representative and his charitable 
and civic contributions In seeking proba- 
tion for Peskin, rather than a prison sen- 
tence. 


BUT ASSISTANT U.S. Atty. Anton 


Valukas, the prosecutor, 
responded, 


"Peskin was not a virgin," and said in 
spite of his "impressive background" 
Peskin "did what he did not out of neces- 
sity but out of greed." 


"Peskin was a fixer — one of a par- 


ticular breed of lawyers we see hi Chi- 
cago," said Valukas, adding, "It is be- 
cause of persons like Peskin that the 
bribery system continues." 


"If the system (of government) is to 


survive, if people are to believe when 
they go before a public body that they'll 
get a fair hearing — nothing more, noth- 
ing less — people like Peskin must be 
put out of business," Valukas said. 


McGarr noted he would not entertain 


motions by the government to add a fine 
to the sentence. 


But McGarr consented to accept a gov- 


ernment motion asking the court to 
charge Peskin the total cost of his trial. 
Valukas said the dollar amount has not 
yet been computed.

Animal Control Department said he was 
worried about the situation at first be- 
cause of the bat's increasing importance 
over the years as a carrier of the dis- 
ease. 


He said Friday that bats and skunks, 


"are primary carriers of rabies." The 
disease is normally transmitted through 
the animals saliva into the person's ner- 
vous system when it bites or scratches 
someone. 


KEOUGH, HOWEVER, mentioned re- 


cent tests that have shown bats to be 
able to communicate the disease "air- 
borne," or through the air, without any- 
one being bitten or scratched. 


Two research workers died of rabies 


once after having been In a cave with a 
large number of bats, even though they 
were not bitten.

No strikes were officially 
considered, but teachers, In their peti- 
tion, did ask the board to reach a quick 
settlement "to avoid any disruption of 
the educational function of the school dis- 
trict."

Use of pool halted by Arlington Towers 
Park swimming program threatened 


The Salt Creek Park District summer 


swim program, one of the district's ma- 
jor recreational programs, is in jeopardy 
because of a sudden decision by Arling- 
• ton Park Towers officials to end the dis- 
trict's use of the hotel pool. 


James DeVos, director of parks and 


recreation, said Friday officials of the 
Hotel notified the district last week the 
pool would no longer be available to tho 
park district. The hotel, which is located 
within the district, has long provided free 
use of the pool and other facilities at the 
race track complex to the district. 


Golfing at the hotel course will still be 


offered, DeVos added. 


THE SUDDEN DECISION was made 


last week after hotel officials told DeVos 
new policy dictated the move. "He said 
it was nothing we had done, but that it 
was just a matter of them feeling it in- 
terferes with their operations," DeVos 
said. 


"We tried to tell them they were mak- 


ing a mistake. We're surely going to 
miss it." 


DeVos added, however, that the dis- 


trict is negotiating with officials of the 
Baybrook condominiums located near 
Palatine Road and Winston Drive to use 
the swimming pool there for the summer 
program. He said a decision might be 


made today, but .if no agreement Is 
reached he would contact officials of the 
Willow Creek development near Rohlw- 
ing Road and Northwest Highway about 
use of their swimming facilities. 


The Arlington Towers decision comes 


one year after a threat to end the swim- 
ming program was made. Hotel officials 
threatened to end the program because 
of what they said was rowdy conduct on 
the part of children using the pool. 


At the same time the Howard Johnson 


motel In Palatine also ended its coopera- 
tive plan allowing the district use of its 
pool because of similar complaints about 
children. 


THE PARK DISTRICT has no swim- 


ming facilities of its own, but its swim 
program has always been one of its most 
successful ventures, with some 400 child- 
ren taking part in Iearn-to-swim pro- 
grams offered. The program has never 
been a money-making venture for the 
district, however, despite the free use of 
the pool, with the district spending some 
$600 in excess of collected fees to run the 
program.

uled for release today will list the swim 
programs since the brochure was pub- 
lished before the decision was handed

Disease-carrying hamsters may have been sold in area

Your pet hamster may be cute and 


cuddly but if you purchased it between 
Dec. 4 and April 1 health officials warn 
he may bo a carrier of a disease which 
could leave a person III for 10 to 14 days. 


The Communicable Disease Center In 


Atlanta, Ga., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this time spun may be 
carriers of lymphocytic chorlomcningltls, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling influenza. Recovery Is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials say. 


Bob Aldcn of tho CDC said 03 cases of 


tho disease have been reported nation- 
wide as of April but nono of these has 
been in Illinois. 


Although tho CDC recommended dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
^through April 1, Akton laid Friday it is 
likely that if a person has not contracted 


the disease by now, his pet is probably 
not a carrier. 


ALDEN SAID THE CDC recommended 


destroying tho animals because there is 
"no practical way" to test the pets. In 
order to determine If a hamster is a car- 
rier of the disease, a blood sample must 
be taken and Aldcn sold it is difficult to 
extract blood from hamsters. 


Marjoric C. Boswcll, Mount Prospect, 


director of health services, said 14 stores 
in Mount Prospect sold the possibly con- 
taminated animals, which were dis- 
tributed by Aquarium Supply Co. of Har- 
rison, N. J.

Lucille Wledcman, health director in 


DCS Plaines, said a check of area stores 
there showed they had not purchased 
hamsters from the distributor during the 
timospan In question. 


PALATINE HEALTH director Richard 


Dawson said his department has not re- 
ceived any reports of persons contracting 
the disease, but his office has contacted 
some stores to alert them of the prob- 
lem. 


"The biggest thing is handling," Daw- 


son said. "Mothers are the most suscep- 
tible to it (the disease) because they usu- 
ally wind up cleaning the cages. 


"It's extremely important to use good 


personal hygiene," Dawson added, say- 
Ing this is the best precaution to take. 


Officials in the Schaumburg Health.Do- 


partment said they received notification 
from the CDC but no complaints or re- 
ports of problems have been received 
from residents. The department has not 
issued any notification to residents. 


In Hoffman Estates, officials of the 


health department said they have not re- 
ceived any word from federal or state 
health officials about the situation. 


OFFICIALS IN THE Arlington Heights 


Health Department said they have not 
been informed of the hamster problem. 


Alden said last week there has been no

Bernard M. Peskin, "the fixer" in the 


Hoffman Estates Kaufman and Broad 
zoning bribery scandal, was sentenced to 
three years in a federal prison Friday by 
U.S. District Court Judge Frank J. 
McGarr. 


McGarr set Aug. 8 for Peskin to sur- 


render to Chicago Federal marshals and 
begin serving his sentence, but he noted 
Peskin's intention to appeal his con- 
viction. The surrender date can be ex- 
tended, pending the appeal, McGarr 
said. 


McGarr said he intentionally set a 


longer prison term for Peskin that he 
had given any of the six former Hoffman 
Estates officials who pleaded guilty in 
the zoning bribery scheme. "That was 
not accidental. His culpability is great- 
er," said McGarr. 


PESKIN WAS convicted April 4 by a 


federal jury of five counts of bribery, one 
of conspiracy and one of tax evasion 
stemming from passing $35,000 in bribes 
from Kaufman and Broad to village offi- 
cials in 1968. 


McGarr said both on these village offi- 


• cials, and on Kaufman and Broad, before 


pronouncing sentence. 


"Not all public officials were venal and 


corrupt" in Hoffman Estates in 1968, 
"but the majority were," said McGarr, 
referring to "ethical conditions in that 
village at that time." 


"It was a black day for the citizens of 


Hoffman Estates when the corrupt in- 
fluence of Kaufman and Broad First in- 
sinuated itself into village affairs," he 
said. McGarr noted Kaufman and Broad 
had pleaded guilty and had received the 
maximum fine for the charges it faced, 
$30,000. "But the frustrating fact is that 
docs not harm or hardly even touch the 
anonymous men behind tho corporation," 
he said. 


PESKIN PLEADED for leniency in 


sentencing, citing his health and back- 
ground as considerations in his favor. 
His physician, Dr. Nicholas Capos, de- 
scribed surgery he performed on Peskin 
for cancer in 1971, and said patients with 
Peskin's condition have a 30 per cent 
survival rate over five >ears. 


"This man is on borrowed time. Send- 


ing this man away would be inhumane 
treatment," said Capos. 


Peskin's attorney, Thomas P. Sullivan, 


cited Peskin's accomplishments as a 
state representative and his charitable 
and civic contributions in seeking proba- 
tion for Peskin, rather than a prison sen- 
tence. 


BUT ASSISTANT U.S. Arty. Anton 


Valukas, the prosecutor, responded, 
"Peskin was not a virgin," and said in 
spite of his "impressive background" 
Peskin "did what he did not out of neces- 
sity but out of greed." 


"Peskin was a fixer — one of a par- 


ticular breed of lawyers we see in Chi- 
cago," said Valukas, adding, "It is be- 
cause of persons like Peskin that the 
bribery system continues." 


"If the system (of government) is to 


survive, If people arc to believe when 
they go before a public body that they'll 
get a fair hearing — nothing more, noth- 
ing less — people like Peskin must be 
put out of business," Valukas said. 


McGarr noted he would not entertain 


motions by the government to add a fine 
to the sentence. 


Disease-carrying hamsters may have been sold in area

Your net hamster may be cute and 


cuddly but if you purchased It between 
Dec. 4 and April 1 health officials warn 
he may bo a carrier of a dlseoro which 
could leave a person III for 10 to 14 days. 


The Communicable Disease Center In 


Atlanta, Ga., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this time span may be 
carriers of lymphocytic choriomcnlngltls, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling Influenza. Recovery is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials say. 


Bob Alden of the CDC said 03 cases of 


the disease have been reported nation- 
wide as of April but none of these has 
been In Illinois. 


Although the CDC recommended dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
4 through April 1, Alden said Friday it is 
likely that if a person has not contracted 


the disease by now, his pet is probably 
not a carrier. 


ALDEN SAID THE CDC recommended 


destroying tho animals because there Is 
"no practical way" to test the pets. In 
order to determine If a hamster is a car- 
rier of the disease, a blood sample must 
be token and Alden said it Is difficult to 
extract blood from hamsters. 


Marjorle C. Boswell, Mount Prospect, 


director of health services, said 14 stores 
In Mount Prospect sold the possibly con- 
taminated animals, which were dis- 
tributed by Aquarium Supply Co. of Har- 
rison, N. J.

Mount Prospect stores are 


Woolworths, Goldblatt's, Sears, Kresge, 
Murphy, Hornsby, K-Msrt, Ben Franklin, 
Shultz, Grant, T.G.Y., Tresslers, McNaw 
andNeisners. 


Mrs. Boswell said state health officials 


recommend disposing of the bedding, 
food and water of possible carrier ham- 


sters and that their cages be washed 
thoroughly with hot, soapy water and dis- 
infectant. 


Lucille Wiedeman, health director in 


Des Plalnes, said a check of area stores 
there showed they had not purchased 
hamsters from the distributor during the 
timespan in question. 


PALATINE HEALTH director Richard 


Dawson said his department has not re- 
ceived any reports of persons contracting 
the disease, but his office has contacted 
some stores to alert them of the prob- 
lem.

"The' biggest thing is handling," Daw- 


son said. "Mothers are the most suscep- 
tible to it (the disease) because they usu- 
ally wind up cleaning the cages. 


"It's extremely important to use good 


personal hygiene,"'Dawson added, say- 
ing this is the best precaution to take.. 


Officials in the Sohaumburg<Health De- 


partment said they received notification 
from the CDC but no complaints or re- 
ports of problems have been received 
from residents. The department has not 
issued any notification to residents.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - First, the vie- 


tlm loses all muscular control over his 
body and cannot even blink his eyes. 
Within seconds, his limbs are paralyzed. 
Within a couple of minutes, he suffocates 
because he cannot breathe. 


He is the vfctim of a microscopic drop- 


let of odorless, tasteless, colorless nerve 
gas, a terrifying weapon stockpiled by 
most major world powers and some 
smaller nations. It has never been used 
in war. 


Now the United States is on the verge 


of making a major change in nerve gas

weaponry. The Defense Department 
asked Congress for $5,8 million in stand- 
by funds in the event a final decision is 
made to begin production.

Unlike the nerve gas now stockpiled in 


canisters ready for use, the new pro- 
posed "binary system" would keep two 
nerve gas ingredients separate — and 
harmless — until they are merged at the 
moment of firing. 


The Pentagon insists the binary sys- 


tem is not a big new weapon but simply 
an improved delivery system which 
would make transportation and storage 
of nerve gas safer and cleaner. 


Amos A. Jordan, acting assistant de- 


fense secretary for international security 
affairs, testified the U. S. needs the new 


system to deter use of chemical warfare 
in any future war. 


Critics counter that nerve gas has not 


been used because it requires bulky pro- 
tective suits and masks for all troops; 
there is no real defense for civilians; and 
once released, the gas is virtually impos- 
sible to control. 


Nearly every country, including the So- 


viet Union but not the United States, is 
party to a 1925 Geneva protocol barring 
the use of chemical and biological war- 
fare. Although the Senate has never rati- 
fied the treaty, a succession of presidents 
has reaffirmed the U.S. would never be 
the first to use such weapons.

Americans who planned to spend their 


summer watching impeachment hearings 
on television may as well make other 
plans. 


The House Judiciary Committee faces 


so many legal problems in opening its 
proceedings to the public, that there ap- 
peared to be little chance any portion of 
the deliberations leading up to a mid- 
July vote on Impeachment of President 
Nixon would be televised. 


The White House has complained that 


the committee is dragging out the pro- 
ceedings and wants them opened to the 
public. 


The panel voted 23 to 15 last Thursday 


not to open the hearings this Tuesday as 
originally planned. On Friday, Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., decided 
that none of the committee's evidence 
would be made public until the panel had 
gone over all the material. This will 
take another two to three weeks — and 
longer if additional matter is provided by 
the White House, government agencies, 
courts or other congressional com- 
mittees. 


Only then will the committee decide 


which, if any, witnesses will be called to 
testify to fill in gaps the panel has deter- 
mined exJsi in its evidence — and under 
House rules a witness could bar TV cov- 
erage during his testimony. 


The final phase of debating and voting 


on articles of impeachment to be recom- 
mended to the full House also can be 
held — and probably would be — without 
television since that would take place in 
a committee "meeting" and unanimous 
consent of the 38 members is required to 
permit TV. 


Nevertheless, officials at three TV net- 


works — NBC, CBS and ABC — feel the 
hearings should be open and televised be- 
cause possible impeachment of the Pres- 
ident is of such Importance that opening 
the hearings and televising them Is vital 
to the democratic process. 


The officials also said open hearings 


would ensure the belief the inquiry was 
being conducted fairly. They added that 
TV coverage would reduce selective 
leaks aimed at damaging the President 
and not aiding him.

Arab oil nations continue 
ban against Netherlands

Arab countries decided Sunday to keep 


their oil ban on the Netherlands but reaf- 
firmed on earlier decision to continue 
fuel exports to the United Staes. 


A special meeting of Arab oil ministers 


in Cairo overruled Algerian arguments 
that the oil ban on Holland be lifted after 
Saudi Arabia maintained its strong stand 
on the matter. 


Representatives of the nine Arab coun- 


tries will meet again July 10. 


A conference spokesman said no actual 


vote was token on tho Dutch embargo, 
and a similar ban on Arab oil shipments 
to South Africa, Rhodesia and Portugal 
would remain in force. 


In Vienna, the world's major oil pro- 


ducing nations recommended to their 


ministerial meeting later this month in' 
Quito, Ecuador, that current oil prices 
remain frozen for the third quarter of 
this year but that government taxes on 
Western oil companies be increased to 
prevent them from making exorbitant 
profits. 


The Economic Commission of the Or- 


ganization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries met on the fourth day of its dis- 
cussions to set oil prices after July 1 and 
suggested maintaining the crude oil price 
at $11.65 per barrel but increasing-taxes 
from 55 to 87 per cent. 


OPEC officials said oil companies 


were earning about $4 from each barrel 
of crude oil compared to 50 cents a bar- 
rel before the energy crisis. 


In Damascus, a guerrilla spokesman 


confirmed the two guerrillas were killed. 
But he said the raiding party "inflicted 
heavy losses on the enemy." 


Israeli spokesmen reported no casu- 


alties of their own. They said it was as- 
sumed the infiltration was the latest In a 
series aimed at duplicating the May 15 
attack on Maalot that left 31 persons 
dead. 


The cease-fire on the Golan Heights 


front with Syria was reported holding 
firm, with the next prisoner exchange ex- 
pected later this week. U.N. troops from 
Austria and Peru stood by to move in 
bteween the Israeli and Syrian armies. 


In Jerusalem, Golda Meir's cabinet 


held Its final meeting Sunday and heaped 
praise on Mrs. Meir on the eve of her 
turning the prime minister-ship over to 
Yitzhak Rabin. 


Rabin commanded Israeli troops in the 


victorious 1967 war with the Arabs, and 
he was ambassador to the United States 
during the controversial 1973 war. 


His cabinet, which will be without such 


old guard stalwarts as Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban, faces its vote of confidence Mon- 
day. Despite its narrow one-vote major- 
ity in the 120-member Knesset parlia- 
ment, It is expected to win approval. 


Meanwhile, Palestine Arabs accused 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
Sunday of exceeding the limits of his 
Middle East peace mission, monopolizing 
the situation and getting only a frag- 
mented agreement serving American in- 
terests. 


A paper presented to a meeting of the 


Palestinian National Council parliament 
also said the Soviet Union was making 
every effort to keep the United States 
from "monopolizing" peace initiatives in 
the Middle East. 


Garment workers 
strike slated 
to begin today 


NEW YORK (UPD - The full impact 


of the first nationwide garment strike 
was expected to be felt Monday when 
more than 100,000 workers strike boys 
and men's clothing makers on orders of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America. 


The action was directed at cutters, ma- 


chine operators, buttonhole makers and 
other workers who are scheduled to set 
up picket lines unless a settlement is 
reached. Both sides said they were will- 
ing to resume negotiations on the call of 
a federal mediator. However, no date 
was set for a resumption of talks. 


The union is seeking a wage Increase 


and cost-of-living and fringe benefits 
clauses including larger pensions, more 
holidays and vacation time. The garment 
workers currently earn an average wage 
of $3.50 an hour. 


The union called its last strike in the 


boys and men's apparel industry in 1920. 


Pravda prints optimism about upcoming Nixon visit 


• The advance word Is good in the So- 


viet Union on President Nixon's forth- 
coming summit trip. The Community 
party newspaper Pravda, which 'gives 
the advance line on such things, said in 
its Sunday edition that the visit — to be- 
gin June 27 — opens possibilities for co- 
operation on a number of important 
problems, and probably would build on 
past summits between Nixon and party 
boss Leonid Brezhnev, in which they 
"laid a lasting foundation for Soviet- 
American cooperation on the basis of 
peaceful coexistence."

Joan Kennedy, wife of Sen. Edward M. 

Mrs. Kennedy was ad- 
mitted to Silver Hill — a private psy- 
chiatric hospital for the wealthy — last 
week for a period of prolonged rest. A 
family spokesman said Mrs. Kennedy 
has been under continuing strata since 
the amputation of the cancer-infected leg 
of their eldest son last November. The 
only word on Mrs. Kennedy's conditic- . 
came from the senator Saturday, when 
he said she was doing very well.

In response, the board 
adopted a policy to eliminate'not only 
materials containing sexual bias, but all 
other forms of discrimination as well. 


The proposals for teacher training and 


a bookmobile are two of the parent

A PROPOSED OUTLINE for the 


teacher training program drawn up by 
the task force lists the objectives of the 
training as: 
• • To enable participants to gain an 
awareness of the manifestations of sex 
stereotyping in education and its implica- 
tions for the future. 


• To offer methods whereby school 


personnel can develop their own strate- 
gies for eliminating sex discrimination in 
the classroom. 


• To provide followup consultation as 


necessary.. 


Through various methods such as lec- 


tures, small group activities, discussions 
and audiovisual aids, the task force sug- 
gest covering such topics as elementary 
school textbooks and other educational 
materials, career counseling, physical 
education, sex education and family life, 
teacher expectations and extracurricular 
activities. 


THE GROUP ALSO proposed dis- 


cussing "methodology for incorporating 
an awareness of human rights into the 
curriculum and development of action

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Residents9 attempt to block thrown out 
Controversial conclos get 
the go-ahead from judge

A Cook County Circuit Court judge has 


given the go-ahead for construction of a 
controversial 80-unlt condominium build- 
ing at tho northwest corner of River and 


_ Camp McDonald roads in Mount Pros- 
' pcct. 


Judge Arthur L. Dunne Friday heard 


brief oral arguments, then threw out an 
attempt by 18 residents of the area, in 
the northeast section of the village, to 
Intervene in tho case in order to block 
the project. 


Moments later, the Judge signed the 


compromise consent decree allowing con- 
struction of the Y-shaped five-story 
structure on tho 3.3-acre site. The com- 
promise had been agreed to earlier by 
the developer, J. M. Brickmnn Mid-West 
Corp., Mount Prospect, and by the Vil- 
lage of Mount Prospect. 


DONALD KREGER. attorney for the 


residents, was unavailable for comment, 


A Herald editorial 


but Robert Barrett, a leader of the effort 
to Intervene, said the residents "abso- 
lutely" will appeal the ruling to the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court "If we're persistent 
and stick together, we're going to beat 
it," he said. 


Brickmon, meanwhile, said he plans to 


break ground on the project "within 30 
days" and hopes to complete it by next 
spring. 


The project, known as "The Villas of 


P o r t-Au-Prince Condominiums," has 
been the subject of controversy since it 
was proposed two years ago. The village 
board twice voted In favor of nooning 
the property to allow tho project, but not 
by a two-thirds majority, which was ne- 
cessitated when surrounding property 
owners filed official objections to the re- 
zoning request.

The homeowners contend the con- 


dominiums would be incompatible with 
the surrounding neighborhood, which It 
single-family residential, and could cause 
flooding in the area. 


THE PROPERTY-had been zoned for 


commercial and multi-family use 'while 
in unincorporated Wheeling Township, 
before it was involuntarily annexed to 
Mount Prospect with single-family resi- 
dential zoning. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert, who cast 


the tie-breaking vote in favor of the 80- 
unit compromise, Friday stood behind 
the village board's decision. "There has 
to be someone who speaks on behalf of 
the community. I don't think it can be 
individuals, but elected officials." 


He took a verbal stab at the "Con- 


cerned Citizens" group. "We already 
have a group of concerned citizens, and 
they're called village trustees," he said.

Rabid bat 
found at 
Maryville 


TAMMY, THE monkey, and Michael 
Suarez, 9, of 300 S. Lancaster St., 
Mount Prospect, were reunited late 


last Thursday. The squirrel' monkey 
had boon living in neighborhood trees 
since his escape last Monday. 


At least six Maryville Academy of Des 


Plaines students were to begin pre- 
ventive treatment for rabies over the 
weekend after coming in contact with a 
bat found- on the school grounds last 
week. 


Des Plaines police said three of the 


. youngsters 10, 10 and 12 years old, were 
bitten by the bat, later conflmred to be 
carrying the disease while another three 
were bitten or scratched. 


The bat was found by a group of chil- 


dren near a chapel Tuesday afternoon 
and the animal, according to reports, 
was passed among several of the youths 
before it was turned over to a school 
nurse. 


County rabies control authorities con- 


firmed Thursday the animal was rabid 
and there was suspicion initially that as 
many as 35 Maryville students had come 
in contact with it 


School administrators called an assem- 


bly of their 323 students Friday afternoon 
and learned however that only six young- 
sters were bitten or scratched and would 
have to undergo treatment. 


RABIES TREATMENT consists of a 


series of 14 shots administered every day' 
or every other day and can take two 
weeks or more to complete. 


Dr. Robert Keough, of the Cook County 


Animal Control Department said he was 
worried about the situation at first be- 
cause of the bat's increasing importance 
over the years as a carrier of the dis- 
ease. 


He said Friday that bats and skunks, 


"are primary carriers of rabies." The 
disease is normally transmitted through 
the animals saliva into the person's ner- 
vous system when it bites or scratches 
someone. 


KEOUGH. HOWEVER, mentioned re- 


cent tests that have shown bats to be 
able to communicate the disease "air-, 
borne," or through the air, without any. 
one being bitten or scratched. 


Two research workers died of rabies, 


once after having been in a cave with a 
large number of bats, even though they 
were not bitten. 


Keough said parents should advise 


their children, "never to handle sick ani- 
mals but to call the local police for ad- 
vice."

The Dist. 23 Board of Education nego- 


tiating team has called an impasse in 
bargaining talks with the Prospect 
Heights Education Assn.-for a 1974-73 
teacher contract. 


The decision was announced last week 


when the three-member board team 
failed to agree to the PHEA's request 
that a respite be called in negotiations to 
allow both sides time to consider further 
compromise. 


According to terms set in the profes- 


sional negotiating agreement binding 
both sides, four steps must now be taken 
before an outside mediator is called into 
the dispute: 


• The board negotiating team must 


meet with all members of the associ- 
ation. 


• The PHEA negotiating team must 


meet with the full board of education!' 


• Negotiating teams will meet with 


their respective organizations. • 


• Negotiating teams will meet again to 


see if impasse can be remedied. 


KEN BATES, a member of the PHEA 


negotiating team and « teacher at Mac- 
Arthur Junior High,' said the teachers 
will hold a membership meeting at 3:15 
p.m. Wednesday at MacArthur. 


The board negotiating team has been 


invited to attend the session but Alan 
Krinsky, chairman of the board team, 
said this meeting is tentative because not 
all board negotiators may be able to at- 
tend. 


Bates said the teachers will bold a 


meeting with or without the board ne- 
gotiators. 


Bates said the PHEA wants all four 


steps as defined in the agreement to be 
carried out before a mediator Is brought 
in. "Our people have some very pointed 


questions they want to ask the board," 
Bates said.

Diseased pets sold in area?

Your pet hamster may be cute and 


cuddly but If you purchased It between 
Dec. 4 and April 1 health officials warn 
ho may bo a carrier of a disease which 
could leave a person 111 for 10 to 14 days. 


Tho Communicable Disease Center In 


Atlanta, Ga., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this time span may be 
carriers of lymphocytlc choriomenlngitls, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling Influenza. Recovery Is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials say. 


Bob Aldon of the CDC said 93 coses of 


the disease have been reported nation- 
wide as of April but none of these has 
been In Illinois. 


Although the CDC recommended dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
4 through April 1, Aldon said Friday it Is 
likely that If a person has not contracted 
the disease by now, his pet Is probably 
not a carrier. 


ALDEN SAID THE CDC recommended 


destroying the animals because there is 
"no practical way" to test the peta. In 
order to determine If a hamster Is n car- 
rier of the disease, a blood sample must 
be taken and Aldon sold it Is difficult to 
extract blood from hamsters. 


Marjorlo C. Boswcll, Mount Prospect, 


director of health services, said 14 stores 


In Mount Prospect sold the possibly con- 
taminated animals, which were dis- 
tributed by Aquarium Supply Co. of Har- 
rison, N. J.

Mrs. Boawell Bald state health officials 


recommend disposing of the bedding, 
food and water of possible carrier ham- 
sters and that their cages be washed 
thoroughly with hot, soapy water and dis- 
infectant. 


Lucille Wledemon, health director in 


DCS Plalnos, sold a check of area stores 
there showed they had not purchased 
hamsters from the distributor during the 
timespan In question. 


PALATINE HEALTH director Richard 


Dawson said his department has not re- 
ceived any reports of persons contracting 
the disease, but his office has contacted 
some stores to alert them of the prob- 
lem. 


"The biggest thing is handling," Daw- 


son said. "Mothers are the most suscep- 
tible to it (the disease) because they usu- 
ally wind up cleaning the cages. 


"It's extremely Important to use good 


personal hygiene," Dawson added, say- 
Ing this Is the best precaution to take.

Parents' group wants teachers trained as 'non-sexists'

A School Dlst. 21 parent group haa 


asked the school board to provide teach- 
er training aimed at eliminating sexual 
bias In the classroom. 


The Citizens Task Force on Education, 


headed by Judy Brady-Keller and Carol 
'.Vrnbl of Arlington Heights, last week re- 
quested the board to set up the training 
and offered to assist in conducting work- 
shops or other sessions. The task force is 
a self-appointed group and was not or- 
ganized by the school board. 


In addition to the teacher training, the 


group also has proposed the creation of a 
bookmobile to circulate non-sexist mate- 


rials around Dist. 21 schools enablirg 
teachers to supplement textbooks al- 
ready in use. 


THE GROUP CONDUCTED a survey of 


educational materials used in Dlst. 21 
about two months ago and concluded that 
many contain and/or stereotyped sex 
roles. 


Following the survey, the tssk force 


appealed to the school board to make ev- 
ery effort to get rid of the objectionable 
m a t e r i a l s . In response, the board 
adopted a policy to eliminate not only 
materials containing sexual bias, but all 
other forms of discrimination as well. 


The proposals for teacher training and 


a bookmobile are two of the parent 
group's ideas for implementing the board 
policy. 


A PROPOSED OUTLINE for the 


teacher training program drawn up by 
the task force lists the objectives of the 
training as: 


• To enable participants to gain an 


awareness of the manifestations of sex 
stereotyping in education and its implica- 
tions for the future. 


• To offer methods whereby school 


personnel can develop their own strate- 
gies for eliminating sex discrimination in 
the classroom. 


• To provide followup consultation as 


necessary. 
^ 


Through various methods such as lec- 


tures, small group activities, discussions 
and audiovisual aids, the task force sug- 
gest covering such topics as elementary 
school textbooks and other educational 
materials, career counseling, physical 
education, sex education and family life, 
teacher expectations and extracurricular 
activities. 


THE GROUP ALSO proposed dis- 


cussing "methodology for incorporating 
an awareness of human rights into the 
curriculum and development of action

50 picket Nike site in 'ivarrn up' 


Approximately 50 persons picketed the 


Nike base in Arlington Heights Sunday, 
protesting the U.S. Army Reserve deci- 
sion to use the facility, said Marty Caw- 
ley, member of a citizens committee op- 
posing the situation. 


The arrival of neighbors at the scene 


caused the base commander to have 


gates locked and military personnel were 
called to the perimeter, Cawlcy added. 


The picketing went on for about an 


hour, he said, adding, Sunday's demon- 
stration was a "warm up" and "the big

The chief of the U.S. Army reserves 


has recommended that the Army hold on 
to the Arlington Heights Nike base as a 
reserve training center. . 


However, a counter-recommendation 


by U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-l2th, 
has warned that the residents of Arling- 
ton Heights-may cease to look at the 
Army as a "good neighbor" if it decides 
to retain control of the former missile 
site. 


The two positions were forwarded last 


week to the assistant secretary of the 
Army for installation and logistics, Eu- 
gene E. Berg, who will determine wheth- 
er the base will be used by the Army, or 
given over to the Arlington Heights Park 
District. 


Berg's decision is now expected in 


about two weeks. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR U.S. Army Gen. 


J. Roberts, reserves chief, said In Wash- 
ington Friday that the reserves were in- 
terested in the Nike base and that "nego- 
tiations are under way to get the use of 
it, definitely." 


But a Crane spokesman, Edward Mur- 


nanc, said the Congressman was aware 
of the general's recommendation, and 
"not overly concerned with It." "That 
was Uic (reserves') position in the first 
place," Murnane said. 


A resolution passed by the Arlington 


Heights village board on May 20 and 
calling on the military to give up the 
Nike base has been sent to the Army's 
assistant secretary along with a letter 
from Crane, Murnane said. 


"I hope this resolution indicates to you 


the strong feelings of Arlington Heights' 
residents on this subject, and I hope you 
will give this resolution very strong con- 
sideration as the fate of the site is delib- 
erated," Crane wrote. 


"THE PEOPLE OF Arlington Heights 


have considered the U.S. Army a good 
neighbor but I am afraid this feeling will 
change substantially if the Army decides 
to retain this property. 


"I realize your decision will be a diffi- 


cult one and I appreciate your willing- 
ness to consider the wishes of Arlington 
Heights residents In forming your deci- 
sion," he wrote. 


If the Army decides to keep control of 


its 75 acres at the Nike base, Berg has 
said he will come to Arlington Heights to 
explain personally the reason for the de- 
cision. 


Martin Cawley, a member of the Citi- 


zens Committee for Utilization of the 
Nike Base, said Friday that it Is becom- 
ing increasingly difficult to restrain citi- 
zen protest over the Army's continued

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Riders will have to find new way to work 
Last run for Metron commuter bus

Some 100 commuters from Arling- 


ton Heights and Buffalo Grove will 
have to find a different way to work 
today. 


The men and women had been ri- 


ders of Metron Systems shuttle bus 
to and from the Arlington Heights 
train station. 


But the buses won't run today, or 


tomorrow, or for an indefinite period 
after that. Metron made Us last run 
Friday evening. 


"I'm sad that It had to foil," said 


Thomas Fox, 810 E. Burr Oak Dr., 
Arlington Heights. 


Fox said he had ridden the bus ev- 


ery day last week and "thought it 
was excellent." He thinks more ad- 
vertising might have cut the com- 
pany's losses, which were amounting 
to $4,500 a month. 


"I had a chance to really experi- 


ence what these people had here, and 
I feel sorry for them now that it's 
over," he said. 


ANOTHER RIDER, Joseph Good 


of 506 E. Knob Hill Dr., Arlington 
Heights, said he is going to have to 
depend on his wife to drive him to 
and from the station. 


"It's going to be more of a burden 


on my wife, especially in the evening 
when it's prime time for a wife to be 
at home," he says. 


Asked whether he would consider 


buying a second car to drive and 
park at the depot, Good had to say, 
"I guess it might be a good idea." 


"I thought the bus service was 


great and I certainly would have 
liked to see it continued," he said. 


A DECISION by the Arlington 


Heights village board not to subsidize 
bus operations at a' cost of from 
$60,000 to $80,000 to the end of the 
year, brought Metron to the end of 
the line Friday. 


"Metron Is truly sorry to have to 


do this," company president Claude 
Luisada said In a farewell letter to 
his riders. 


"Throughout our short term of ser- 


vice, it was the company's policy to 
render the best service we could, 
and, all things considered, I believe 
the customer received his money's 
worth," Luisada wrote.' 


MARTY JOYCE of Buffalo Grove 


said he got his money's worth since 
the Villa Verde apartment complex 
where he lives includes bus trans- 
portation to and from the train sta- 
tion as part of the rent. 


"I'm going to move closer in," 


Joyce said. "The apartment man- 
agers have said they'll release 
people from the lease agreement if 
they can't provide bus trans- 
portation." 


The complex is now considering 


buying a small van to take its com- 


muter residents to the train station, 
Joyce said. 


Lawrence Billiard, 2612 N. Windsor 


Drive, Arlington Heights, has ndden 
Metron's bus since its first day of 
operation nine months ago. 


"It's been very useful and I still 


feel the community could support a 
bus service," he said. But the basic 
problem, Billiard recognizes, is sim- 
ply the economics of it. "You need 
more utility of the buses to make it 
more profitable." 


"More extensive research as to the 


need for the service and where that 
need lies might have helped," he 
said. 


MILLIARD, LIKE most other Ar- 


lington Heights commuters, will now 
drive and park his car at the station 
now that the bus no longer runs. 


In absolute terms, Metron's rider- 


ship was small — too small for a ma- 
jority of Arlington Heights trustees 
to justify an infusion of village tax 
dollars. 


The two buses, owned by the vil- 


lage, will be put in moth balls in case 
they can be used in some future vil- 
lage bus system. 


"We sincerely thank you for your 


patronage," Luisada told his riders. 
"And if ever again we arc able to 
operate, we hope you will once again 
ride with us." 


He closed the letter with the opti- 


mistic words, "Until better times."

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Disease-carrying hamsters may have been sold in area

Your pet hamster may be cute and 


cuddly but If you purchased it between 
Dec. 4 and April 1 health officials warn 
ho may bo a carrier of a disease which 
could leave a person 111 for 10 to 14 days. 


The Communicable Disease Center in 


Atlanta, Go., reports that hamsters pur- 
chased during this time span may bo 
carriers of lymphocytic choriomenlngitis, 
a non-fatal disease with symptoms re- 
sembling Influenza. Recovery is usually 
complete within two weeks, health offi- 
cials say. 


Bob Aldcn of the CDC said 03 cases of 


the disease have been reported nation- 
wide as of April but none of these has 
been in Illinois. 


Although the CDC recommended* dis- 


posing of hamsters purchased from Dec. 
4 through April 1, Aldcn said Friday it Is 
likely that If a person has not contracted 


the disease by now, .his pet is probably 
not a carrier. 


ALDEN SAID THE CDC recommended 


destroying the animals because there is 
"no practical way" to test the pets. In 
order to determine if a hamster Is a car- 
rier of the disease, a blood sample must 
be taken and Alden said it is difficult to 
extract blood from hamsters. 


Marjorle C. Boswell, Mount Prospect, 


director of health services, said 14 stores 
In Mount Prospect sold the possibly con- 
taminated animals, which were dis- 
tributed by Aquarium Supply Co. of'Har- 
rison, N. J. 


The 
Mount Prospect stores are 


Woolworths, Goldblatt's, Sears, Kresge, 
Murphy, Horasby, K-Mart, Ben Franklin, 
Shultz, Grant, T.G.Y., Tresslers, McNaw 
andNeisners. 


Mrs. Boswell said state health officials 


recommend disposing of the bedding, 
food and water of possible carrier ham- 


sters and that their cages be washed 
thoroughly with hot, soapy water and dis- 
infectant. 


Lucille Wledeman, health director in 


Des Plalnes, said a check of area stores 
there showed they had not purchased 
hamsters from the distributor during the 
tlmespan in question. 


PALATINE HEALTH director Richard 


Dawson said his department has not re- 
ceived any reports of persons contracting 
the disease, but his office has contacted 
some stores to alert them of the prob- 
lem. 


"The biggest thing is handling," Daw- 


son said. "Mothers are the most suscep- 
tible to it (the disease) because they usu- 
ally wind up cleaning the cages. 


"It's extremely important to use good 


personal hygiene," Dawson added, say- 
ing this Is the best precaution to take. 


Officials in the Schaumburg Health De- 


partment said they received notification 
from the CDC but no complaints or re- 
ports of problems have been received 
from residents. The department has not 
issued any notification to residents. 


In Hoffman Estates, officials of the 


health department said they have not re- 
ceived any word from federal or state 
health officials about the situation. 


OFFICIALS IN THE Arlington Heights 


Health Department said they have not 
been informed of the hamster problem. 


Alden said last week there has been no 


new information on the hamster situation 
since April and the 93 reported cases is 
the latest figure available at the CDC. "I 
haven't heard of any increased concern 
about it since our April bulletin," Alden 
said. 


Hamsters purchased after April 1 


should be clear of contamination, accord- 
ing to the CDC.

Juno 14. However, the board, at the sug- 
gestion of teachers, extended Christmas 
vacation two days to conserve energy in 
the form of heating. The two days were 
added to the school year, putting the 
closing date at June 18.

changing the closing date to June 17. 
since tho district had used only two of 
three "snow days" to close down during 
bad winter weather. 


According to Supt. James Ervltl, many 


in the district had complained that It was 
Impractical to open up school Monday 
for such a short time. District students 
attend school for a little over an hour In 
the morning on the lost day of school to 
pick up report cards.
